MOSCOW, Jan 28. (AP): 
Foreign Minister Eduard 
Shevardnadze says that concern 
in the West about Mikhail Gor- 
.bachev's political survival stems 
more from a desire that his 
reforms succeed than from any 
real threat to the Soviet leader. 

“I believe that tins particular 
preoccupation stems from sine- 
cere feelings, from sincere sup- 
port for the process of peres- 
troika that is under way m the 
Soviet Union,” Shevardnadze 
told the Associated Press in a rare 
one-on-one interview. “He was 
the one who spearheaded this 
arduous but holy struggle.” 

The soft-spoken, white-haired 
Soviet official a Georgian, ackn- 
owledged “there is some segment 
of the population that is defin- 
itely disappointed" by Gorba- 
chev's reform efforts. 

But he claimed, "Gorbachev 
and the political leadership of 
this country on the whole do 
enjoy the support of the bulk of 
the Soviet people, in spite of the 
fact that we are experiencing 
great difficulties: we have empty 
shelves in stores; we have a host 
of other social economic and 
inter-ethnic difficulties.” 

Shevardnadze, a member of 
the ruling Politburo and close 
ally of Gorbachev, said Gorba- 
chev's opponents “do not really 
constitute a significant force ” 

Discussing Soviet economic * 
problems in a set of separate writ- 
ten responses, Shevardnadze 
said, "for all the difficulties of 
economic conditions in our 
country, the situation is not such - 
tha t we need ‘the last straw’,*' a 
Russian expression akin to gras- 
ping at straws. 

“We have vast reserves," he 
said in the responses, provided to

“It was emphasised that Pakis- 
tan's actions fully contradict the 
spirit and letter of the Simla 
agreement under which differen- 
ces between the sides should be 
settled by peaceful means” the 
Soviet agency pointed. 

“The Soviet Union side stated 
that it condemns foreign inter- 
ference in the affairs of India,” 
Tass said. 

Authorities lifted a curfew on 
Srinagar for several hours today 
and crowds of people rushed to 
slock up on food before it was 
reimposed at 0530 GMT. 

Indian troops have killed more 
than 150 people in the last 15 
days in the Kashmir valley “and 
the dead bodies have not been 
handed over to the families,” 
said Mirwaiz Mouhi Farooq, 
chief Muslim cleric in India's 
only Islmnic-ma jori ty state. 

At least 60 people were shot 
dead in the valley in clashes last 
week between Indian security 
forces and militants demanding 
independence oracession to Pak- 
istan, official sources said. 

“Handing over the dty to the 
army, hostaging the people by 
curfew restrictions, massacre of 
innocent people by security for- 
ces, night raids, large-scale 
arrests, curbing freedom of the 
press and other aggressive and 
extreme steps by authorities will 
not suppress ... the freedom 
struggle," Mirwaiz Moulvi 
Farooq said. 


Fresh protests hit Kosovo after police kill 10 Albanians 


PRISTINA, Yugoslavia, Jan 28, (Reuter): 
Thousands of ethnic Albanians demonstrated 


today in fresh protests in Yugoslavia’s Kosovo 
province where police shot dead at least 10 people 


yesterday. 

Eyewitnesses said that between 3,000 and 4,000 
demonstrators dashed with police in Suva Reka, 
about 270 km ( 1 65 miles) south of Belgrade. A bout 
1.000 people had taken to the streets in the locality 
of Dragaz. 

“Official organs in Kosovo assess that the situa- 
tion in the province is taking on dramatic trends 
and could lead to wide-scale unrest," the national 
news agency Tanjug said today. 


Earlier, eyewitnesses said police shot dead at 
least 10 ethnic Albanians in Kosovo in riots yester- 
day, four of them in Orahovac, 300 km (190 mOes) 
south of Belgrade. 

Villagers said at least two other men were killed 
nearby and witnesses said three were shot dead in 
Djakovica and one in Pec, about 70 km (40 miles) 
north of the regional capital of Pristina. 

Tanjug news agency pul the death toll at live 
yesterday, saying police returned fire after demon- 
strators shot at them through thick fog in Orahovac 
and Pec. 

But ethnic Albanians in villages around Ora- 
hovic said that security forces opened fire without 


warning at protesters chanting: “democracy, 
democracy." 

The gun battles were the 'worst violence to hit the 
strife-torn province since 28 people died last year 
when the Albanians rioted against curbs on their 
self-rule by Serbia, Yugoslavia's biggest republic.

Pakistani relations with India 
are handled by Foreign Minister 
Sahabzada Yaqub Khan. But 
political analysts said Khetran's 
removal may have been the price 
Azad Kashmir demanded for co- 
operating with the federal gover- 
nment over Kashmir. 

Azad Kashmir President Sar- 
dar Abdul Qayyum Khan met 
Benazira week ago to discuss the 
Muslim rebellion in India's 
Jammu and Kashmir state where 
more than 60 people have died in 
the past seven days.

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Penguin to publish paperback ‘Satan’ 


Rushdie wants but no firm date set for publication 


LONDON, Jan 28, (Agencies): Viking 
Penguin, publishers of Salman Rushdie’s 
'The Satanic Verses,” denied today they 
had vetoed a paperback edition of the 
novel because of death threats to the 
author. 

A Viking Penguin spokesman denied a 
report in the Observer newspaper which 
said the company would not publish the 
new edition as long as there was any risk of 
death or mjuiy to its staff or the public. 

“No such conditions have been con- 
veyed to Rushdie nor do they exist as part 
of the company's position,*' the spokes- 
man said. 

“So far aspaperback publication is con- 
cerned, no firm date has been established 
but even if it had it would not be the 


company’s policy to reveal such informa- 
tion for obvious security reasons,” he 


tion for obvious security reasons,” he 
added. 

The Indian-born Rushdie, who is repor- 
ted to want the paperback published, has 
been in hiding once last February, when 
the late Iranian leader Ayatollah 
Khomeini called on Muslims to execute 
him for blaspheming Islam in his novel. 

Rushdie’s wife, American novelist 
Marianne Wiggins, was quoted today as 
saying Rushdie could nave financial 
problems if the paperback isn’t published. 

She was also quoted as saying that alth- 
ough she lives apart from her husband, 
they do not plan to divorce. The couple 
went into hiding together, but issued a 
brief statement in August saying they were 


living apart 

“This is not amply a normal marital 
separation,” she was quoted as telling the 
Sunday Express newspaper. “There’s no 
suggestion of divorce or marital 
problems.” 

“We are nol estranged from one 
another. We are just living separately,” she 
was quoted as saying. 

The newspaper said Ms Wiggins lives in 
London under a false name but does not 
have a bodyguard and does not wear dis- 
guises. 

“JEven Salman doesn’t know by phone 
number or where I live, and the people in 
my neighbourhood don’t know who I 
am," she was quoted as saying. 

“It's impossible for us to meet I don't 


knowwhereheisand we only keep in touch 
by letter ... we have a fantastic correspon- 
dence going on. ” 

The newspaper quoted Ms Wiggins as 
saying if the paperback is not published, 
“he might have to call financially on me. 
It's been discussed. Yes, he’s matte a lot of 
money ont of the book but it’s also 
assumed that he hasn't got expenses.” 

Asked whether that meant he was now 
paying for his own security, previously 
thought to have been provided by the 
government, she was quoted as saying: *T 
can't talk about h.” 

The hardcover edition of “The Satanic 
Verses" has become an international best- 
seller, with sates of more than one million 
copies.

diplomatic campaign to counter 
disinf ormation spread by “cer- 
tain quarters” (clearly a 
reference to Pakistan). 

The move to send Jagmohan 
as governor of the state has not 
been the unqualified success that 
the government expected it to be. 
Apart from the criticism from the 
leftist parties, which support the 
ruling National Front, and the 
Congress, the main opposition 
party,, the appointment promp- 
ted Chief Minister Farooq 
Abdullah to send in his papers in 
protest. 

Abdullah’s resignation has 
meant that, for the time being at 
least, the problems in the valley 
are being handled mainly at the 
administrative level, though the 
fact remains that the state admin- 
istration was crying out for a 
total overhaul But the govern- 
ment also appears to realise fuHy 
well that the problem cannot be 
handled through administrative 
measures alone and this explains 
the long discussion that Singh 
had with Abdullah in Delhi yes- 
terday. 

The government’s initiative in 
this regard appears to stem from 
the fact that Abdullah continues 
to be one of the most popular 
politicians in the state, and, in 
any case, there is no doubt about 
his patriotism. Not much is 
known about what transpired 
between Singh .and Abdullah. 
But It is likely that the two discus- 
sed the proposed all-party meet 
on Kashmir. On the whole, there 
is no doubt that Abdullah wil] be 
asked to continue to play a major 
role in the affairs of the state. 

Political observers feel that 


what the central government 
needs in Kashmir today is a trus- 


ted political agent and that 
Abdullah seems to be the only 
man who fits the bflL 


At yesterday’s meeting, 
Abdullah is understood to have 
briefed the prime minister about 
his assessment of the situation. 
Singh, on his part, is learnt to 
have asked Abdullah to play an 
active role in the efforts to restore 
normalcy. 


Simultaneously, steps are 
being taken to tone up the state 


administration and make the 
intelligent network more 
efficient. An official spokesman 
said today the situation was more 
or less under control and that the 
militants had been pushed on the 
defensive. The Home Ministry 
has asked the governor to deal 
-firmly but tactfully with the 
situation. 

But the most important com- 
ponent of the government's 
strategy is the vigorous 
diplomatic moves being made to 
explain its position on the Kash- 
mir issue and the consequent 
build-up of tension between 
India and Pakistan. 

India has taken strong excep- 
tion to the signals given out by 
Pakistan Foreign Minister 
Yaqub Khan during his recent 
visit to Delhi, with Gujral des- 
cribing them to a committee of 
Members of Parliament as a 
deliberate, provocative and 
almost tantamount to the issue of 
an ultimatum.

Air disasters becoming more survivable 

Battle for air safety far from over despite technical advances, say experts 



WASHINGTON, Jan 28, (AP}: Air 
disasters such as the Avian ca Airlines 
crash .on Long Island last week are 
becoming more survivable, is part 
because design and technical advances 
have made jet travel safer, many air 
safety experts say. 

“The accident rate is improving. It's 
not more dangerous, it's getting bet- 
ter,” says S. Harry Robertson, director 
of the Crash Research Institute in 
Tempe, Arizona. “Airplanes are get- 
ting safer as the newer generations 
come along. The rate ofimprovement is 
vety significant.” 

CapL Ed Arbon, who flew for 22 


years with Trans World Airlines and is 
now an official of the Flight Safety 
Foundation, agrees. 

. “Some of the recent improvements 
do make the modem aircraft more 
survivable,” Arbon says. 

“Eighty to 85 per cent of recent cra- 
shes are survivable,” says Drucella 

Anderson, a spokeswoman for the 

National Transportation Safety 
Board. “A lot of safeguards have been 
bmlt into the planes.” 

Eighty-nine of the 161 pass e ngers — 
more than half — survived the crash of 
Avianca Flight 52 into a lull on the 
north shore of Long Island. 


Preliminary inquiries suggest the 
craft had either run out of fuel or had a 
very low supply when it crashed, Thurs- 
day night on its way to New York's 
Joan F. Kennedy international airport. 
There was no fire when the 23-year-old 
Boeing 707 crashed. 

But the battle for air safety is far from 
over, even though air travel on the 
whole has become amazingly safe and 
millions of passengers are transported 
each year without incident. 

Under new rules issued by the US 
Federal Aviation Administration and 
prompted by the investigation of air 
crashes, passenger seats are being stren- 


gthened and have been covered with 
lire blocking material. The allowable 
level of toxic smoke and fumes from 

burning aircraft, materials also has b“n 
reduced, and exit doors ha vebcen made 
more reliable to avoid jamming. 

FAA spokesman Fred Farrar said 
Avianca, like other foreign airlines, 
would haw been required to make 
some safety upgrades, such as provid- 
ing fire-retardant seat covers and 
lavatory smoke alarms, but it would 
not have been required to strengthen 
seats. 

The latter requirements still are 
being adopted for foreign airliners. 


Farrar said. 

Arbon says that by the nature of its 
technology, the modern jet passenger 
liner is a safer plane than the piston 
aircraft it replaced. 

“We used to lose engines frequen- 
tly.” he said. “The jetliner has a very 
reliable power plant. It also has a good 
guidance system, a good auto pilot; the 
electronics are much more reliable." 

Robertson says improvements are 
continuing on “the ways in which air- 
planes are informed at to what is going 
on and how people on the groumf con- 
trol them.'* 

An example, he says, is the wind 


shear blamed for the August 1985 crash 
of a Delta airliner near the Dallas-Fl 
Worth airport. 

"The people in the tower had no idea 
of what was going on,” he contends. 
“Today they have better sensors out 
there. So that is improving.” 

Arbon said some 70 per cent of 
today’s accidents are due to “the 
human factor.'’ 

Ms Anderson says the KTSB dates 
many of the improvements in air safety 
to the recommendations made after its 
investigation of the deadly fire on June 
2, 1983, aboard an Air Canada jetliner 
en route from Texas to Toronto.

WASHINGTON, Jan 28, (UPI): 
As several major US cities recor- 
ded their bloodiest year ever in 
1989, criminologists predicted a 
t»by boomerang effect” will 
dnve up the national rate for 
violent crimes — includi ng mur- 
der — in the 1990s. 

Aperts also cited drug turf 
wars, the increasing availability 
of more powerful weapons, and 
wider social acceptance of 
violence as reasons for the expec- 
ted increase in homicides and all 
other violent crime. 

“I foresee in the 1 990s a steady

Fox believes that population 
chan g es pushing up the grim toll 
also will aggravate other social 
problems that bring death and 
despair to inner dues, such as 
teen pregnancy and drug abuse. 

“All the things that got better 
in the 1980s because of the shrin- 
king young population will get 
worse in the '90s,' Fox said. 

In what he labelled the “baby 
boomerang effect," Fox said that 
during the 1990s, the children of

City for 17 years, died the des- 
pair of timer city youth as the 
engine that drives up the crime 
rate. 

“I think you have a situation 
where large parts of American 
metropolitan areas have become 
crime factories,” Fyfe said, poin- 
ting to the “tremendous number 
of people in crime-prone age 
groups living in those areas.” 

“Until we change, the condi- 
tions that make those inner dty 
areas crime factories, well con- 
tinue to suffer this," he said. 

The grim predictions came as 
several major US dties marked 
their deadliest year ever. 

In 1989, more than half a 


dozen cities — including 
Washington, Philadelphia, New 
Orleans, Kansas City, Mo. Mil- 
waukee, Charlotte, N.C. and 
New Haven, Conn. — set records 
for the most murders in a year. 

Several others, including New 
York, appeared likely to break 
records, although final figures 
were not yet available. 

The homicide rates in several 
other large dties, including Los 
Angeles, Chicago and Bal- 
timore, were higher than the 1988 
levels, but did not approach their 
all-time hig h.

Biologist 
sees total 
ruin of 
Amazon 


RANCHO GRANDE, Ven- 
ezuela, Jan 28, (AP): US and 
Latin American field biologists 
and educators have gathered in 
the rain forest to discuss ways to 
instill a conservation ethic in 
young people. 

And one conservation activist 
warned at the gathering yester- 
day that he foresees the ‘'total 
destruction” of the jungle, home 
to thousands of plant and animal 


s oxygen. 

The activist, US field biolgoist 
Archie Carr, blamed the 
Brazilian government, saying it 
complained about efforts to 
protect its rain forest instead of 
co-operating to save the jangle, 

. the world's largest wilderness. 

He spoke to the Associated 
Press at the site of the congress, a 
research station 70 miles (115 
kilometres) west of Caracas, the 
capital. 

Most US participants said 
they were surprised at how much 
conservation was taught in a 
school they visited in a poor 
neighbourhood of west Caracas 
and how much grass-roots sup- 
port forconservation exists in the 
region. 

“Many of us were not even 
aware of our own prejudices,” 
said Ann Berkovits, director of 
teaching programme at the 
Bronx zoo in New York City. 

The first Pan-American con- 
gress on conservation of wildlife 
through education is sponsored 
by the New York Zoological 
Society through its field research 
wing. Wildlife Conservation 
International. 

Brazilians say their struggling 
economy benefits from develop- 
ment work in the Amazon. 

President Fernando Collor de 
Mello told a news conference 
Friday in Washington, where he 
was visiting President George 
Bush, that his government is 
aware of environmental con- 
cerns.

TEGUCIGALPA, Honduras, 
Jan 28, (AP): Rafael Leonardo 
Callejas was sworn in as 
president Saturday and 
promised to work for peace in 
Central America where many 
people still “live with machine- 
gun fire and terror.” 

Callejas, the 76th president of 
Honduras, assumed office in the 
country's first peaceful transi- 
tion of power to an opposition 
party in 57 years.

Cristiani; Costa Rican President 
Oscar Arias; and US Vice- 
President Dan Quayle. 

The nefr president of the leg- 
islature, Rodolfo lrias Navas, 
placed the presidential sash on 
Callejas, 46, whose term runs 
through January 1994. More 
than 40,000 people attended the 
ceremony in the national 
stadium. 


Callejas, of the National 
Party, won the election Nov 26 
by beating Liberal Party can- 
didate Carlos Flores. He 
replaced Jose Azcona Hoyo of 
the Liberal Party, who was 
barred by law from miming 
again. 


Panama refugees cling to hope 


Homeless wait for aid 


ALBROOK FIELD, Panama, Jan 28, (AP): The 
United Stales has pledged SI billion in aid to Pan- 
ama, including money tor refugees displaced by the 
US invasion, but thousands of homeless may slay 
that way for much of the year. 

An estimated 16.000 refugees hail from one Pan- 
ama City neighbourhood alone, El Chorrillo, which 
had the bad luck of being home to the Panama 
Defence Forces headquarters, the main target of the 
US invasion Dec 20. 

“We paid the highest price for the invasion," said 
one refugee, Francisco Martinez, “we had little, but 
we lost it all.” 

Local officials said they are discussing plans to 
provide new homes using money promised by US 
President George Bush. , 

Despite the United States' offer to help, the 
refugees will like ly be living for at least a year in 
tents, shelters and even a converted airplane hanger 
at Albrook Field, a US military installation. 

“It is unjust. Things ought to move a lot raster. 
These people need a home,” conylained Setgo 
Galvez, director of the camp, which shelters 3, 
refugees on the northwestern rim of Panama City. 

Families live in partitions made of wooden frames 
and canvas. Some of the alleys have been given the 
names of streets from the okl neighbourhood, less 


than two miles (3.2 kilometres) away. 

“No gossip allowed," reads one piece of canvas 
that serves as a door on one of the partitions in the 
airplane hanger. 

“Gossip and disinformation are some of the 
problems,” Galvez explained. 

“People get desperate, there are nearly 6,000 
unemployed among those who lost their homes. 
Some people go around telling others that the US 
army is giving cash to every family, and within 
minutes you have a mob asking for the money.” 

“Everybody is looking out for himself,'' said 
Miguel Martinez, 23. “We were not a very united 
i mmuni ty back in El Chorrillo." 

Martinez was working as a helper in a home for 
the elderly nextto El Chonillo's church when the US 
effort to oust Gen. Manuel Antonio Noriega began. 

US officials said most of the damage wasn't 
caused by the attack itself, but by fires set by Nonega

Electromagnetic radiation 

Health risk 

WASHINGTON, Jan 28, (UPI)r Low-level electromagnetic 
radiation from computers and even electric blankets requires 
further study becanse there is still not enough evidence to dismiss 
the potential health risk, a study showed tins week. 

For the past several decades, scientists have debated the 
possible health threat of very weak electric and magnetic fields 
such as those generated by common household appliances, radar 
emitters and utility power hues. 

Some critics say they doubt low-level electrical fields endanger 
health, because natural heat fluctuations within living cells 
would be greater than any disturbances caused by electromag- 
netic radiation. 

But researchers from the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology and the National Institute of Standards and Technology 
said their calculations show heat variations within cells do not 
always override the impact of weak electrical fields. 

“Estimates presented here argue that concerns related to 
possible biological effects due to very weak environmental 
electric fields cannot be dismissed on the grounds of being 
swamped by thermal fluctuations ” the researchers wrote. \ 

The study, published in the journal Science also found 
enzymes and other molecules embedded in the cell’s outer 
membrane appear more vulnerable to effects of electromagnetic 
radiation than chromosomes and other molecoles in the cell's, 
inte rior. 

MIT's James C. Weaver and Nist’s R. Dean Astunrian 
emphasised theirworkdoesnot prove thatelectromagneticfields 
rose a health threat 

“It would be premature to make strong conclusions. But this 
does show that maybe this (issue) should be taken a bit more 
seriously, seeing as one of the often cited objections appears not 
to hold up” Weaver said.

WASHINGTON. Jan 28, (AP): 
Thousands of people in tbe eas- 
tern United States reported see- 
ing a strange bluish-green light in 
the night sk>. and some experts 
said they could have been view- 
ing an unusually large meteorite. 

“We are quite confident it was 
not a man-made object re-enter- 
ing.' 1 said Miij. Dick Adam, 
spokesman at the North 
American Aerospace Defence 
Command (Norau) in Colorado 
Springs, Colordo. “We have no 
idea what it was.” 

Sightings were reported from 
the northeastern US state of New 
York to the mid-Atlantic state of 
Virginia. Adam confirmed that 
the air force was getting calls 
from all of those areas. 

“We cannot correlate the sigh- 
ting with any of the information 
of the objects we are tracking in 
space,” said Adam. “We are 
tracking approximately 6,800 
objects. Our mission is to keep 
track of what’s in space. 
Whatever it was. it wasn't one of 
the objects we’re tracking." 

Robert Gribbleof the national 
UFO reporting centre in Seattle, 
a private group, also reported 
receiving dozens of calls. 

“Based on descriptions that 
have been given, I'd say we’re 
dealing with a very large solid, a 
very large meteor,” said Gribble. 

“Descriptions run from a blue- 
green to a bright green coining 
down in an angular descent leav- 
ing a short tail behind it,” said 
Gribble. 

He said everyone who had tele- 
phoned the centre described the 
object “as coming down and hil- 
ling the ground in their area, 
which is very common in some- 
thing like this is.” 

Among the people who repor- 
ted seeing the object was David 
Arnold, an area air traffic con- 
trol supervisor at Dulles airport, 
outside Washington, who repor- 
ted the sighting at 7: 10pm yester- 
day (00 1 0 GMT today). 

“We don't know exactly what 
it was, a meteor or a satellite,” 
said Arnold, who has been an air 
traffic controller for 25 years. “It 
lasted 25 to 30 seconds and went 
from brilliant white to an orange 
as it broke up. 

“We've seen things like this 
before, but much higher. This 
was quite brilliant. It appeared to 
have dissipated completely.’’ 

But not all witnesses saw the 
object change colour and appear 
to disappear.

New Aids therapy seeks to stabilise immune system of patients 


PITTSBURGH, Jan 28, (AP): A 
new treatment for Aids that 
involves removing, stimulating 
and then re-injecting certain 
white blood cells has the poten- 
tial to stabilise patients’ immune 
systems, a researcher said. 

“It’s taking advantage of one’s 
natural defence against the 
virus," said Dr Mon to Ho, chair- 
man of infectious diseases and 
microbiology at the University 


of Pittsburgh’s graduate school 
of public health. 

Ho, who is heading what is 
betieved to be the nation's only 
riimcal trials of the new treat- 
ment, said researchers plan to 
remove white blood cells that 
attack orils infected with the Aids 
virus. The removed cells will be 
treated with stimulants and 
incubated for two weeks so they 
can multiply. 


The activated cells, called 
killer T-ceQs, then will be injected 
back into the patient from whom 
they were taken. 

The treatment is being admin- 
istered to only one person, alth- 
ough the six-month study calls 
for six to be tested. 

“The purpose is to really see if 
it's toxic,” Ho said. “If it’s not 
toxic, a bigger pro g ramme will be 
initialed to find out iflt will really 


kill the infected cells. Whether it 
will do that, we don’t know.” 

Researchers hope the 
activated killer T-cells, or CD8 
cells, will loll or at least inhibit 
the growth of Aids-tainted cells 
and fight other infections afflict- 
ing Aids patients. The National 
Institute of Allergy and Infec- 
tious Diseases is financing the 
study.

Senate and the President of the United States — ■ 
once derided as a spineless preppy wimp — 
roughed up some tough Democrats by playing 
tough, too. 

But President George Bush couldn’t gloat 
about iL He escaped a major political embarras- 
sment, a veto override of die student’s protec- 


tion bill, by only four votes. 

With ah the weapons in the White House 
arsenal, he never should have let himself slip so 
dose to disaster. 

He won largely because Republicans diverted 
the issue from one of human rights to one of a 
partisan political scrap in which Bush was 

opposed by every Democrat in Congress. 

Bush reacted late to the massacre last June of 
Chinese students leading the pro-democracy 
movement 

He later promised Congress no student 
would be deported from the United States to 
face political persecution in China, but said 


writing the guarantees into law would set bade 
his efforts to press Beijing to reform.

In a Chinese New Year’s 
address broadcast on national 
television and carried on the 
front page of all major news- 
papers, Ii noted China's rela- 
tions with “certain Western 
countries” had experienced dif- 
ficulties, but said there were now 
signs of improvement. 

“There are now indications of 
a tarn for the better. Webopethis 
momentum can develop to the 
fullest,” he said. 

“Tins is not only in China’s 
best interests but in the interests 
of those foreign countries as 
welL” 

Li’s remarks were unusually 
conciliatory. The Premier is 
regarded as an unyrilrimg con- 
servative whose public remarks 
have until now left little room for 
compromise with the West. 

Western nations and Japan 
imposed sanctions against China 


bloody suppression of student- 
led protesters last June. 

Li’s tone may have been prom- 
pted by the US Senate vote last 
week upholding US President 
George Bush's veto of a con- 
troversial bill to protect Chinese 
students. 

The bill, which was defeated 
by a narrow margin of four votes 
in the Senate, would have all- 
owed 36,000 Chinese students to 
seek permanent residence in the 
United States. 

China issued a scathing con- 
demnation of the bfll after it pas- 
sed the US House of Represen- 
tatives, warning of “certain 
harm” to Sino-US relations if the 
biB became law.

Defiant wife to run 


TOKYO, Jaa 28, (Renter): For decades Makiko 
Hamada helped her spouse with his career as a 
bureaucrat and politician in Japan’s parliament. 
Now she says toe’s had enough. 

The 47-year-old former Japan Airlines stewar- 
dess is so fed up with the scandals tainting her bus- 
band's ruling Liberal Democratic Party (LDP), she 
has decided to defy his wishes and run for 
parliament herself. 

“I don’t thmlc I’m a political liability for my hus- 
band,” proclaims Maloko as her husband, 48-year- 
old paxfiamentarian Takujiro Hamada. stares 
moodily into the distance during a recent interview. 
“Of course you’d have to ask him yourself.*’ 
“ fjpp ayning for tftvTfebruaxy 18 general fctec- - 
gOn^a»Hanrada» wffl teyunning in neighbouring 
TKs'lmtrheis' districts iaStotama prefecture west of" 
Toi^o. 

Takujiroisseekinga third term in the lower house 
as a member of the LDP’s Miyazawa faction, one of 
several alliances in toe fractious Conservative Party. 
Makiko is naming against a junior member of toe 
same faction. 

“In Japan these days a woman can do what she 
Ekes,” she proclaims forcefully. “Times have chan- 
ged.” 

Agraduateofthe elite Tokyo University, Makiko 
is standing as a conservative independent on a plat- 
form caning for an -end to the peccadillos and 
corruption that have plagued tberufmgparty for the 
past year. 

A series of scandals over influenoe peddling and 
sexual indiscretions contributed last summer to toe 
LDP's losing control of the upper house for the first 
time. 

It is control of the lower house, however, which 
determines which party forms a government in 
Japan. 

Last Wednesday, after months of defending its 
policies against an opposition hungry for power, the 
cabinet took the plunge and called early lower house 


elections. They promise to be the toughest challenge 
toe LDP has faced since taking power in 19S6. 

Japanese women, upset over a three per cent con- 
sumption tax pushed through parliament by the 
LDP last year, are emerging as a force to contend 
with in Japan’s politics - - often to toe marked disap- 
proval of the nation’s men. 

A record 68 women will run m next month's elec- 
tions for the S 1 2 seats in pariiamenL 

“I don’t think there's any question that rr.v wife’s 
running is a liability for me.” retorts Takujiro when- 
given the floor during a recent interview with the 
couple in their home in suburban Sailama . 

“1 understand her criticism of toe p re s e nt stale of 
polftJfcsiYi Japan." he adds. Makiko starts to say 
s om et hin g Takujiro raises his voice. 

“But as a member of theMiyazawa faction. 1 have 
to make aO kinds of excuses (for her running)/' he 
says. “Any wav you look at it this means trouble for 
me. 

“That sort of factional trouble is the mam reason 
why the LDP has lost its vitality." answers Makiko 

"That’s true.” concedes Takujiro. His wife’s 
opponent is the son of a former parliamentarian 
who was Takujiro's mentor in his early days; as a 
politician. 

Children of politicians frequently inherit con- 
stituencies from their parents, says Takujiro “In a 
democracy this is improper.” he adds. 

“But looking at it realistically, the system already 
exists and to change it single-handedly is not going 
to be easy.” says Takujiro. who advocates change, 
but from within the system. 

“I don’t think it will be hard at all.” counters 
Makiko. 

“The Japan Socialist Party (JSP) doesn’t really 
constitute a proper opposition and doesn't reflect 
toe will of the people,” she says, adding that JSP 
gains in last summer’s upper house electi ons reflect a 
disenchantment with toe LDP rather than a political 
victory for toe opposition. 


T rain acciden t Floods 

1 dead, 40 hurt in Seoul kill 100 


SEOUL, Jan 28, (AP): One pas- 
senger was lolled and 40 others 
were injured today when a freight 
train ran into two cars of a pas- 
senger train that had come 
uncoupled and Jumped to 
another trade, officials said. 

Authorities said it was not 
immediately known why toe cars 
came uncoupled and derailed, 
blocking the adjacent track 
where toe oil-laden freight train 
was coming at a railway station 
in souther Seoul. 

Initial reports said toe dead 
passenger was a 10-year -old girl, 
but officials said later they had 
contradictory reports about the 
victim. 

Officials said more deaths 
were expected as some people 
were listed in critical condition at 


hospitals. 

The passenger train originally 
had nine cars. The officials said 
many of toe 350 passengers fled 
through windows in panic after 
their tram suddenly halted with a 
loud bang. 

No fire broke out although toe 
frmghl train was carrying oiL 
they added. * 

Officials said cranes and other 
equipment were sent to clear toe 
track and no serious travel delays 

were caused by the wreck.

JAKARTA, Jan 28. (UPI): 
Flash floods and mudslides 
brought on by three days of mon- 
soon rains in central Java killed 
at least 129 people in the region’s 
woretfi<x>ton gin decades, gover- 
nment officials said today.

1 20 in Semarang. about 250 miles 
(400 kin) east of Jakatra, where 
the flooding began early on 
Friday morning with the over- 
flow of the Banjir Kanal river, 
the official news agency Aniara 
said. 

At least nine others were 
reported dead in other parts of 
Indonesia, and a total of 42 peo- 
ple were reported missing 
nation-wide. 

At least 58 bodies were 
recovered in Semarang, the 
capital city of central Java, 
officials said. 


Japanese doctors, under pressure, agree to open up to patients 


TOKYO, Jan 28, (AP): Japanese doctore, 
tong regarded as too exalted to be questioned, 
are beginning to change their guidelines to 
give patients more information about dis- 
eases Uke cancer and more say in life-and- 
death decisions. 

Under pressure from new patients’ rights 
groups, the Japan Medical Association 
surveyed doctors about such “informed con- 
sent” issues as terminal patients nght to stop 

treatment . . . . , 

The survey results, showing most doctors 
willing to open up to patients, were relied in 
mid- January along with recommendations by 
a committee on ethics. 

The recommendations said doctors should 
give more detailed information to cancer 
patients, and patients should have the right to 


refuse treatment when there is no hope for 
recovery. 

The Association for Death with Dignity, 
whose 7,300 members have already signed 
wills expressing their wishes if they have a 
fatal disease, welcomed the announcement. 

L Tve seen patients with uncuraUe disease 
and cancer at final stages, tied to machines 
and living in pain, and I refuse to be kept alive 
like that,” spokesman KerasoukeMjyajisaid. 

The committee report and recommenda- 
tions, however, left physicians with much 
discretion. It said cancer patients should be 
told the truth on condition that they have the 

strength to face reality and that the cancer is at 

an early stage. 

On ending treatment of terminally 31 
patients, c ommittee chairman Ichiro Kato 


said itis “not illegal” for doctors to agree to a 
patient's wish to be permitted to die. 

If ailments are less serious, the recommen- 
dations say doctors should inform patients of 
toe possible dangers involved in their treat- 
ment and other alternatives. 

Interest in patients’ rights has been growing 
for years and was given impetus by wide- 
spread publicity of doctors' strenuous efforts 
to treat Emperor Hirohito, whose final illness 
lasted over three months. After his death Jan 
7, 1989, doctors disclosed that the emperor 
hadn't been told he had cancer. 

In a country where doctors have been res- 
pected as saviours with special knowledge, 
patients have been slighted. They used to 
believe they should not bother doctors by 
asking ally questions. 


Doctors gave treatment without explaining 
fully why so many different pills and shots 
were needed, or even how bad the ailments 
were. . . 

But the medical association survey 
radicated doctors have finally started to ques- 
tion whether a treatment means anything if it 
increases the length oflife, but not the quality. 

Thesurvey of 1 ,607 doctors, conducted last 
summer, found 70.7 per cent agreed that 
“doctors should pay respect to patients' 
wishes.” , , 

Another 163 per cent of the doctors urged 
legalising the right to die in accordance with 
patients' wishes. Only 7.3 per cent said they 
must always keep patients alive, the report 
said. 

. Cancer has been the primary cause of death 


in Japan since 1981, followed by heart and 
cadiovascular failures. The Health and Wel- 
fare Ministry estimated 212,000 Japanese 
died of cancer last year. ' 

Ayako Katsumima, whose husband 
Haruo, adoctor, died oflung cancer five years 
ago, said, “if I had cancer, I would Uke to 
know, by all mean*. My own experiences with 
my husband made me think that knowing the 
truth makes a big difference.” 

“Before the surgery, my husband said he 
wanted just six more months to live, so that he 
could go back to work and complete unfha- 
sbedwork,andhedid,”MrsKatsunumasaidL 
He asked his doctors for the truth, and that 
enabled the couple to make their remaining 
days together very worthwhile, she said.

Rebel Polish communists form breakaway party 


WARSAW, Jan 28, (Rearer): More than 
100 rebel co mmunis ts formed a breakaway 
Social Democratic Union today, plunging 
Poland's former ruling party into chaos as it 
tried to form a new leftist party of its own. 

Tadeusz Finback, a prominent reformer, 
walked out in disgust from a communist 
congress late yesterday but returned today 
to tdl the 1,500 delegates he had set up the 
Union of Social Democracy of the Republic. 

Hb made the announcement after foePol- 
ish United Workers Party (PUWP), crushed 


by the Solidarity movement in elections test 
June and ousted from power in September, 
failed to disband yesterday as planned. 

Instead, delegates voted to form a new 
party before dissolving the old one and 
began a founding congress to establish it 
The rebels dismissed the move as a trick to 

a^mol^^wty little difTenmuSmftbe 
PtIWP. 

“We can e * v * T1 gp programmatic statutes 
and the M«ie of the party but only if we 


change the people can we be credible,” Fisz- 
bach, 54, told the congress today. “A neo- 
PUWP party has no social chances and no 
credibility. 

“You can’t mix fire and water. You can't 
be a social democrat .today when this is what 
yon were fighting against yester da y,” he 
said. 

' Delegates sat in silence as the softly 
spoken Fiszbacb, bald and bespectacled, 
accused the comm musts of leading Poland 
into economic and political crisis after they 


were metalled by Soviet troops after World 
War Two. He received little applause. 

More than 100 people had signed up with 
his breakaway group and several hundred 
more could follow suit, he said. 

Fiszbach has the declared support of Lech 
Walesa. He won the Solidarity chairman's 
trust when, as Gdansk party chief in 1980- 
8 1 , he helped negotiate the accords which led 
to the free trade union’s creation in 1980. 

But he denied be was servile to Solidarity 
and said: “I have my principles and I will not 


change them.” 

Fiszbach, deputy speaker in the Sejm 
(parliament), could hold a trump card 
because many of the 1 68 PUWP parliamen- 
tary deputies are likely to side with him 
rather tnan be associated with a ueo-PUWP 
that has no chance of winning elections. 

Foreign Trade Minister Marcin 
Swiedcu, one of four communists in the 
Solidarity-led government, walked out of 
the Congress with the rebels last night and 
declared himself a non-party member. 


He objected lo the decision not to dissoh e 
the PUWP immediately which party leaders 
said was to allow it to pass on us property to 
the new party before disbanding 
The fate or the PUWP* s property empire 
— valued by the party ai more than S70 
million — has sparked a major controversy . 

Right-wing parliamentary deputies failed 
last week to push through a bill confiscating 
it but the government has set up a commis- 
sion to ensure illegally held property is retur- 
ned. 


E. Germans meet to 
form grand coalition 

New Forum backs unification of two Germanys 


EAST BERLIN, Jan 28, (Reuter): New Forum, -East Germany’s 
biggest reform movement, approved today a programme for free 
elections, including backing for German unification. 

But it faced the prospect of a split in its tanks after two key New 
Forum leaden stormed out of a weekend congress with a dozen 
supporters saying theyconld not accept the derision on unity andacaU 
for a more free-market economy. 

Most delegates from the umbrella opposition group backed the call 
for the two German states to be united, a vote^ which left the communists 
isolated as the only leading political organisation still favouring two 
sovereign German states. 

In another development. East German Prime Minister Hans 
Modrow met opposition leaders today to thrash out conditions for

The opposition leaders, 
engaged in talks with the govern- 
ment to chart reforms, deman- 
ded a non-partisan cabinet to 
avoid tainting their image before 
the elections. 

. New Forum’s platform for the 
May 6 free elections, the first in 
the country’s 40-year history, 
was approved by 176 votes to 77 
with four abstentions. 

Bnt Reinhard Schult and 
Ingrid Koeppe, two of New 
Forum’s three members at 
regular talks between the opposi- 
tion and the communist-led 
government of East Germany’s 
nature walked out. 

They are both on the left wing 
of the movement and want to 
preserve East Germany as a 
separate socialist state. 

But other New Forum speak- 
ers said the wishes of the majority 
-of the movement had to be res-. 

pectedL 

The programme lists New 
Forum’s mam aims as the establ- 
ishment of a social market econ- 
omy, German unification, clean- 
ing up East Germany’s poQuled 
environment and providing 
extensive social welfare for the 
country's 16 million people. 

Founded last year to press 
reform demands of the then 
autocratic communist govern- 
ment, New Forum grouped a 
wide range of activists with a 
c omm on purpose. 

But since the Stalinist elite was 
swept from power in a peaceful 
revolution last autumn there 
have been increasing sings of dis- 
agreement within New Forum. 

The congress, called to establ- 
ish the movement as s political 
force, has been chaotic with 
many delegates rejecting the 
New Forum's conversion to a 
political party, preferring it to 
stay a citizens' pressure group.

West Germany is helping rebuild East Ger- 
many's economy, not only m hopes closer ties 
will led to eventual German unification, but in a 
bid to give East Germans good reasons to stay at 
home. 

The East Germans know thay have some 
leverage.

carrying East Germans marched into West Ger- 
many in a symbolic exodus staged to show their 
dismay with conditions at home. 

They stayed in the West just a short time but 
carried posters warning “the next time, it will be

The unending stream of East Germans* is 
raising concern about how long East Germany 
can withstand the drain, and now long West 
Germany can withstand the enormous burden 
on its social services and housins market. 

' More than 340,000 East Germans moved to 
West Germany last year. 

East Germany’s Communist Party made a 
bold gamble Nov 9, when it opened its borders to 
show that a more democratic state was in the 
making. The flow of skilled workers to the West 
slowed then, but the departures havcpicked up in 
recent weeks as the Communist government 
hangs on to power and bleak living standards 
persist. 

Resettlers give a litany of reasons for leaving: 
Total mistrust of the Communist Party’s, 
promises for real political change; frustration t 
over the lack of a unified opposition; doubts that 
economic conditions will ever be seriously 
improved, or a conviction that the only hope for 
rescuing their homeland is reunification.

Romanians protest 


BUCHAREST, Jan 28, 
(Renter): Romania's leading 
opposition parties, saying they 
wanted to avoid the threat ofdvfl 
war, called on the government 
today to share power. 

Spokesman loan Lup read a 
joint statement over state radio 
as some 6,000 party supporters 
and a similar number backing the 
ruling National Salvation Front 
converged on a square outside 
the Front’s headquarters in tense 
but peaceful rivalry. 

The parties say the Front, 
which took over last month after 
the fall and execution of dictator 
Nicolae Ceausescu, is monopol- 
ising power and should share it 
with them in the run-up to elec- 
tions called for May 20. 

Protesters demanding a share 
of power with Romania's interim 
government today broke past a 
cordon of soldiers ringing the 
headquarters of the ruling 
National Salvation FrosL 

The crowd jeered at President 
Ion Iliescu when he appeared on 
a balcony to appeal for calm. 

The demonstrators made no 
immediate attempt to enter the 
building and there was no sign of 
violence. 

Iliescu appeared alongside 
Comeliu Coposu, leader of the 
National Peasants* Party, who 
with leaders of other main 
political parties has been holding 
talks with the Front on forming a 
coalition embracing all sig- 


nificant political groups. The 
Front has so far resisted this 
demand. 

An estimated 10,000 prote- 
sters and 5,000 Front supporters 
had congregated at Victory 
Square outside the headquarters 
of the Front, which took power 
on Dec 22 following the overth- 
row of Ceausescu. 

Iliescu told the crowd: “I 
appeal lo reason ... we are having 
talks with all political parties.” 

But he failed to make himself 
widely heard and his calls for 
calm had little effect. 

Many of the demonstrators 
want the Front to resign. They 
say it is dominated by officials of 
the now-dissolved Communist 
Party. A counter-demonstration 
expressed strong support for the 
new government. 

Iliescu and Prime Minister 
Petre Roman went on television 
late yesterday to offer some con- 
cessions but the parties’ spokes- 
man said they were ambiguous 
and did not go far enough. 

“We don’t want civil war. we 
want civilised discussions so that 
we can achieve peace and tran- 
quility to work and live better 
than hitherto ” Lup said. 

He acknowledged the parties' 
rally was unauthorised but said it 
was not intended to lead to 
violence. He urged Iliescu to take 
measures to avoid fights between 
the rival demonstrators on Vic- 
tory Square.

Swedish Social Democrats in deep trouble as public support dwindles to only 36 per cent 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden, Jan 28, (AP): While Eas- 
tern Europe's political reformers examine the 
Swedish w^arestateasamodd for their new gover- 
nments, the Social Democrats who devised the sys- 
tem arc in deep trouble at home. 

Some Swedes complain that the governing Social 
Democratic Party has moved away from its 
egalitarian ideals. Others say the government has 
fafled-to quell inflation and has flowed Swedish 
industry to become slack and unproductive. 

The 100-year-old party, which has governed for 
51 of the last 57 years, permeates every level of 


Swedish society through lies with labour 
movements, youth dubs, pensioners’ and tenants’ 
organisations and other groups. 

A relatively brief spell under a non-socialist coali- 
tion convinced many Swedes that there was no wor- 
thwhile alternative to the Social Democrats. After 
six years of opposition, the party was returned to 
officein 1982 — but as a minority government. 

The Social Democrats now govern with tacit 
Communist Party support but recently have 
referred making deals with non-socialist parties. 

The governing party dropped to a record low in 


theiatesl monthly sampIingbySaifo. Sweden ’stead- 
ing polling agency. Only 36 per cent of those polled 
supported the Social Democrats, compared with 44 
percent a year earlier. 

The three parties that had formed the non-social- 
ist coalition totalled 47 per cent in the poll, although 
each party individually ranked below the Social 
Democrats — the moderates with 24 per cent, the 
Liberal Peoples Party with 1 3 per cent and foe Cen- 
tre Party with 10 percent. 

Thirteen per cent said they were undecided, dou- 
ble the percentage of two years before.

The official said that the first 
will be directed to treating bone 
diseases and the other for provid- 
ing. handicapped people with 
artificial limbs. Both wards were 
provided with a swimming pool. 

The hospital initially was a 
part of the Al Razi Hospital, but 
was transferred as an indepen- 
dent hospital according to direc- 
tives of senior officials of the 
ministry. 

The ministry has deckled to 
maintain the present buildings of 
the hospital by renewing some of 
the structures instead of building 
a new hospital which would costs 
about KD19 to KD20 milli on. 
The Ministry of Public Health 
has earmarked an amount of 
KD3 million for maintenance 
and renewal works at the hosp- 
ital. From this amount KD half 
million has already been utilised 
for maintenance works. 

Atmosphere 

The physiotherapy hospital 
has a noise- free atmosphere as 
there is no e m erge n cy clinic at the 
hospital which is usually the 
cause of disturbances. Addition- 
ally, the majority of patients are 
old people who are quite calm 
andpatient 

The official said that people 
have gained confidence in 
physiotherapy treatment during 
the last few years due to the 
development of medical equip- 
ment and qualified medical 
cadres.

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Kuwaiti labour law No. 38/ 1964, Article 
53, you fall under the limited contract 
labour category. Article 53 states that 
“The party terminating the contract may 
pay to the other party as amount in lieu of 
notice, equal to the labourer's wage for the 
period specified. 

“If the contract is made for a fixed 
period, and either of the two parties ter- 
minates it, while there is nothing among its 
terms dealing with such a case, the party 
terminating the contract shall compensate 
the other for any loss incurred by turn. 

“If such termination is made by the 
employer, for reasons other than those 
stipulated, he shall compensate the 
labourer for any loss incurred by hb^ with, 
■observation of commercial customs,' the. 
nature-oil wQfk and thejfegp of the -con- 
tract. - . r'i'i- ~~

And, in general, all circumstance under 
■ which tiie said loss is realised, provided the 
amount of compensation shall not exceed 
a wage balance equivalent unexpired 
period of contract under any case what- 
soever. 

In accordance with the law, quoted 
above, you have the right to claim compen- 
sation, but while doing so you’ll have to 
prove the losses under the contract. 

According to ministerial resolution No. 
87/1989 you have the right to get the air 
ticket on final cancellation of a visa. 


I HAVE been working for a company since 
August 1988. Recently, I went on two month 
annual leave and retnmed 21 days bite doe to 
01 health, and my mothers operation. I 
informed the company of the delay. On 
rejoining doty, I submitted copies of medical 
certificates, which were not accepte d by the 
company. They said the certificates dmntd 
have been attested by the Knwaiti embassy 
in Pakistan. Is tins compulsory? 

The company has also deducted a sum of 
KD 105 from my salary, at the rate of KDS 
per day delay. The deduction wiH be made in 
instalments. Can this be done?

IF THE company paid the 21 days salary 
before you went on leave, they have the 
right to deduct it from your salary. If they 
didn’t pay the amount, they should not. 
This is a generalised answer and may not 
apply in your case as I don't know what 
terms of contract you work under, and I 
cannot be more specific. 


Normally, it is essential for all medical 
certificates to be attested by a Kuwaiti 
embasty abroad. This is needed to verify or 
authenticate the validity of the documents. 

If you are not satisfied with the com- 
pany’s action, you can take your case to the 
court so that a judge can decade whether 
the delay in rejoining work was a valid 
reason for overstaying or not. 


I HAVE been working for the same 
employer, on visa No 18, for the last six 
years. My res id enc e e x pi re s next month. 
Last mouth, I obtained m release from my 
c om p any to join a printing company. When 
my uew sponsor submitteo my papers to the 
Ministry of Social Affairs and Labors’, they 
were rejected, sayiag a transfer of residence 
was not possible.- According to the new 
mimstry rides, I have compl eted six years 
service. I don’t know why this happened. I 
don’t know what to do. My re sid ence 
expires next month.

I DON'T know the exact nature of your 
case and why the visa transfer was refused. 
Thercfore, I can’t tell you why this hap- 
pened. 

It is advisable to meet a responsible 
official at the Ministry of Social Affairs 
and Labour and find out why your 
application was rejected. 

According to the law, an employee is 
required to work for a certain employer for 
•at least t hre e years. Article; 16 stales “Any 
labour permit . issued in respect of a 
labourer no serve a certain emptdyfcr shall * 
■*» i not -be transferred to another. employer 
before at least a lapse of three years, with 
the labourer in question having spent in 
the service of the principal employer for 
whose service the said labour permit was 
originally issued, whether such a labourer 
was brought from abroad or locally 
employed.”

THE authorities have not issued any rule 
regarding the establishment of small 
businesses without a sponsor. Therefore, 
I'm unable to comment on that issue. The 
Ministry of Commerce and Industry has 
not issued any directive on the matter. 
Also, there is no official confirmation. 

It would be advisable to check with the 


Ministry of Commerce and Industry and 
follow-up your case from there. 

If you hold a partnership in a company, . 
you can sponsor yourself, but it is essential 
that a company exists to support your 
claim. 

Its hard to tell you where to set up your 
publishing company. This decision is up to 
you, dependingon the type of work andthe 
market you wish to serve. 

It would be advisable to conduct a 
market survey and find out where your 
company can get best results. Based on 
your findings, you can make your 
derision. 

You can sell your books in Kuwait, 
provided permission for such sale has been 
granted by the relevant authority — the 
Ministry of Information. 

If the Ministry of Information permits 
you to pul your books on sale in Kuwait, 
they can be distributed through book 
shops.

Article 8 of the Rent Law covers the 
problem. The law says a landlord is res- - 
ponsible for doing major maintenance 
jobs like roofs, stairs, lifts, water pipes and 
sewage pipes and other things. 

In case of a dispute between a tenant and 
a landlord, the matter can be taken to the' 
court, which is the best authority to ascer- 
tain responsibility.

YOU'VE worked for less than 10 years in 
the country. In your case, because you are 
out of a job due to a company's liquida- 
tion, it would be advisable to apply to the 
minister of social affairs, asking him for 
leniency. You can inform him of the 
liquidation of the company, the present 
circumstances and seek a transfer of 
residence. If your application is accepted, 
then you can transfer your residence. If 
this is not agreeable to the authorities, you 
can cancel the present visa, leave Kuwait 
and re-enter the country on a fresh, work 
permit, provided someone gives you a job ■ 
and a visa.

understandable sounds which 
assists the blind ini' using com- 
puters the same way regular 
people do. 

He stated that nobody 
encouraged -him to push ahead 
with this project and added that 
talented Kuwaiti youth do not 
find enough support. He said 
that he hadgone through several 
interviews with a number of 
members of the local press but 
did not receive any response. 

He said the best response tohis 
invention came from the Blind 
Society and a number of special 
institutes. One Saudi company 
offered him a contract to work 
with them on' a fixed salary of 
KD 1,500 a month. Khaled 
refused the offer because he did 
not want to leave Kuwait.

Pollution control

THE director of the Environ- 
mental Protection Department 
Ibrahim Hadi has said that arti- 
cle four of the decree-law 
provided for the establishment of 
a special department at the 
Public Health Ministry to under- 
take co-ordination between the 
various relevant authorities and 
providing aid to the Environ- 
mental Protection Council. 

He told Seyassah that the 
department was established by 
ministerial decision' No. 389/ 
1980 to operate immediately 
under the instruction of the mini- 
ster and to undertake control, co- 
ordination and follow-up tasks. 
The department comprises two 
main divisions, that of co-ordin- 
ation and follow-up and the 
other for training and environ- 
mental education, ' with 
Environmental Pollution Con- 
trol Section. 

He said that the section com- 
prised three sub-sections for 
environmental studies for 
projects, air-pollfttion control 
and water and soil pollution con- 
trol as well asa tobacco analysis 
lab, work environment and 
professional health control and 
an industrial medical centre for 
the Shuaiba Industrial Area. 

Programmes 

. He panned out that the res- 
ponsibilities assigned to the 
department as aid to the 
Environmental Protection. 
Council included following up 
the implementation of its 
decisions and recommendations 
as related to the protection of 
public health and the environ- 
ment from the effects of indus- 
trial and urban development. 


He added that other respon- 
sibilities included the formula- 
tion ofspedficationsandstipula- 
tions dial need to be heeded on 
industrial and urban projects to 
minimise pollution. 

He also said that this was cou- 
pled with the consistent co- 
ordination between all agencies 
involved to ensure the enfor- 
cement of projection of the 
environment, establishment of 
the environment monitoring sys- 
tem, laying down training plans 
for local cadres at all government 
work sites and development of 
■environmental education 
programmes. • 

Meanwhile, the head of the 
professional health section at the 
department Dr Rifa’t Zaki has 
sam that the section provided 
health services to staff in various 
industries and set conditions for 
physical qualifications to ensure 
that the worker is fit to shoulder 
the responsibilities ass igned. 

Responsibilities 

He added that the respon- 
sibilities also i nc lu d ed perform- 
ing medicaT tests for workers to 
determine various disability per- 
centages and injuries sustained at 
work, and laying down the 
stipulations needed to protect 
workers from job hazards. 

Hadi said that the section con- 
tained three labs, one concerned 
with work physiology, which 
carried out tests aimed at deter- 
mining physical fitness of work- 
ers, another concerned with 
work psychology where psy- 
chological tests were performed 
on students nominated for train- 
ing at the various trainingeentres 
in the Public Authority for 
Applied Education and Train- 
ing, and a third concerned with 
biological analysis and toxicity, 
where analyses were performed- 
for early detection of health 


hazards caused by work environ- 
ment. which include' blood and 
urine tests. 

Injuries 

He added that the section also 
reviewed reports on disability 
percentages as sustained in 
injuries received al work. A total 
of 1793 cases were reviewed by 
doctors, which showed that 15 
per cent of the cases recovered 
with no permanent disability, 14 
percent cases where the perman- 
ent disability formed less than SO 
per cent whereas serious dis- 
ability constituted 35 per cent 

Hadi pointed out that the 
highest percentage of cases with 
high-risk injuries were found in 
the construction and building 
sector — ,47.9 per cent and the 
second was the metal work 
industries, adding that regular 
and intensive inspection was 
carried out in these two sectors to 
ensure that the safety and 
security codes were heeded and 
carefully honoured. 

The head of the chemical sec- 
tion Yousef Salem Al Zayed said 
that the section's main functions 
included the protection of staff 
operating in the private sector, as 
well as public servants against 
work injuries. He said that 
among the responsibilities shoul- 
dered by his section was the prov- 
ision of preventive and security- 
related facilities at all work sites 
which included the study of exist- 
ing work environment and 
related conditions and this 
covered vital factors such as ven- 
tilation and lighting. .

The Child Assessment and Educati on C en- 
tre was established to take over the respon- 
sibility of taking care of children _who may 
have encountered learning difficulties.

Abdul JLateef Al 
Whaib indicated that the centre was originally 
established to upgrade the standard of 
students who encountered difficulties in their 
educational process. He added that the centre 
along with the Sbamiya Centre for girls have 
also served students who suffered weaknesses 


m some meanc subjects. 

He indicated that 170 students benefited 
from the centre in both Arabic and math- 
ematics curricula. Whaib pointed out that 
more students are joining the centre adding 
that parental co-operation is very vital in 
enhancing student educational levels. 

A number of parents who have admitted 
their children to the centre stressed, that the 
centre is doing a commendable job with 
regard to upgrading students comprehension' 
levels. They praised efforts exerted by 
educational officials and stated that they have 
noticed real development in their children 
after attending courses at the centre; They 
also said that their children have shown a 
greater willingness to learn.

National Curriculum being promoted

THE National Curriculum, 
introduced amid scepticism in 
September 1989, is now being 
recognised as a system that will 
eventually improve the standard 
of education in the UK, said 
Peter Watkins, deputy chief 
executive of the National 
Curriculum Council of England. 

Watkins, who is in Kuwait to 
take part in the ninth British 
Schools Conference, said scepti- 
cism and hostility to the National 
Curriculum is giving way to 
acceptance and a firm belief that 
in the long run it would benefit 
the students. 

The National Curriculum is 
the core of the Education 
Reform Act which became law in 
July 1988, a major educational 
reform in over 40 years, intended 
to reuse the standard of learning. 

Under the Act, the National 
Curriculum Council was formed 
to oversee its implementation in 
four key stages over a period of 
time. 

“The National Curriculum 
hag the pote ntial to make a sig- 
nificant improvement in the 
standard of education; it is going 
to define the entitlement of 
pupils and provide a balanced 
educational format” stressed 
Watkins, who gave the keynote 

r ich at yesterday's opening of 
British Schools Conference. 
The British Schools Con- 
ference, which has now become 
as annual event, was first held in 
Bahrein ip 1982 to bring together 
teachers from different British 
schools in the region. From a 
platform to share common 
experiences and problems, it 
became a major forum to unite 
headteachers and teachers for a 
wide-ranging exchange of views 
and in-service training. It also 
became customary to hold the 
conference on a particular 
theme, this year’s is “The 
National Curriculum.” 

Explanations 

The conference participants 
inefade more than 400 teachers 
from -50. British schools 'in 
Kuwait, Bahrain, Qatar, Egypt, 
Amman. Cyprus, Oman, Saudi 
Arabia, Abu Dhabi, Sharjah, 
Ras Al Khaim ah. Fujairah and 
Dubai. 

Watkins, a main speaker, was 
invited by the British Council, to 
explain the National 
Curriculum, particularly after 
some British schools in the 
region, like the Gulf English 
School, introduced the 
programme for their students 
along with British schools in the 
UK. 

The first phase of the 
curriculum was introduced in 
September 1989. It will become 
fully operational in four stages in 
seven years. 

Due to inherent weaknesses in 
education, it was found that 
there was an “unacceptable 
diversity” in the process of learn- 
ing. “There was concern about 
the standard of education,” 
n r nlawH Watkins. Individual 
schools had developed 
curriculum, which did not have 
any basic format. There was also 
concern about inadequate 
knowledge in basics, like spelling 
and maths . 

The emphasis will be on 
providing a broad and balanced 
education in 10 compulsory 
subjects, divided into “core” 
subjects and “foundation” 
subjects. The core subjects are 
mathematics, English and 
science; and others are history, 
geography, technology, music, 
art, physical education and 
foreign languages. 

“We intend to provide the 
training background for training 
needs,” said Watkins.

To achieve this 
goal, a specific assessment sys- 
tem will enable closer teacher- 
pupfl-parent participation in the 
education process.

target” — an assessment of how 
well a student has acquired such 
skills as speaking, listening, read- 
ing and writing. 

Application 

The assessment will be on the 
basis of a pupil's ability to apply 
the knowledge he acquires; this 
would be assessed on a one to 10 
level; for instance, an average 
seven-year-old could reach the 
level of 2 and a 1 4-year-old can 
attain the level of 5-6. 

It is a framework not intended 
to what or how leaders will 
leach, but how well teachers 
translate this into acquired 
knowledge, explained Watkins. 
It defines the “entitlement of 
pupils.” 

Watkins believes that the role 
of the’ “good teacher" will not 


change as dramatically as that of 
a "bad teacher." In other words, 
the teacher-pupil relationship 
will also be re-examined. 

Emphasis will be on in-service 
training for teachers to upgrade 
their performance level. 

Students who take the 1994 
GCSE examination under the 
British education system would 
be required to follow the 
National Curriculum. The 
GCSE syllabus will be revised by 
1992. As students of most British 
schools in Kuwait are likely to 
take this exam in 1994, 
educationists in the region con- 
sidered it a pertinent idea to 
familiarise themselves with the 
curriculum and how it can be 
applied. 

Workshop* 

Kuwait has one of the largest 
concentration of British schools 
in the region. There are 12 British 
schools with over 350 teachers 
and thousands of pupils. 

This is the first time that the 
British Schools Conference is 
being held in Kuwait. During the 
Jan 28 — Feb 2 conference, a 
number of educational work- 
shops and in-service training 
programmes will be held for tea- 
chers. These will be on. educa- 
tion management, private 
schools. National Curriculum, 
Arabic, dance and movement, 
primary music, primary science 
and religion. 

In addition to Watkins, other 
speakers are David Vale, Profes- 
sor John Welion. Raymond 
Derricoti. Claire Davie, Irish 
Kalhryne Idle. Andi Hicks, June 
Woolston, Natasha Downs, 
Patricia Milne and Martin Skel- 
ton. 

The British Schools Con- 
ference has been sponsored by 
the Institute for Private Educa- 
tion with the support of the Min- 
istry of Education and the British 
Council.

Kashmiris no longer docile 


Islamic revival 
fuels uprising 

SRINAGAR, India, (Reuter): “Paradise on earth has become 
hell, 1 ’ said Kashmir’s leading Muslim deric, Mirwaiz Moulvi 
Farooq. 

Forty-two years after Jammu and Kashmir became the sole 
Muslim-majority state to join newly independent India rather 
than newly created Pakistan, Islamic revolt has transformed the 
Himalayan valley. 

The uprising mystifies Indians in Delhi, who view Kashmiris 
as a docile people, their faith tempered by years of co-existence 
with India’s maj ority religion, Hinduism. 

Two major forces appear to have propelled Kashmiri s onto 
the streets in defiance of curfews and Indian security forces — 
Islamic fiinHamg n talism sweeping the region and disillusion- 
ment with widespread official corruption. 

India's Moghul kings called Kashmir paradise. 

Last week, more than 60 people were shot dead in the land that 
has become a battleground for supremacy between In dian 
troops and militants demanding independence or secession to 
neighbouring Pakistan. 


Most Kashmiris believe the death toll is 500 or higher. 

Senior Indian defence sources say the state, bordering China 
as well as Pakistan, is too strategically important to allow 
consessions to the militants. 

On Saturday, India announced a diplomatic offensive against 
Pakistan, which has fought two wars with India over Kashmir 
and now controls a third of the territory. 

Pakistan denies the Indian charges it backs the revolt. 

Politicians in the Pairistan-rulea sector of Kashmir, however, 
do not conceal their readiness to help the militants. 

Thousands of Kashmiri s inarched through Muzaffarabad, 
the capital of Pakistan-ruled Azad (free) Kashmir , calling for an 
Islamic holy war against India on Friday. 

The New Delhi-appointed state governor Jagmohan has 
promised a just administration, an independent inquiry into 
corruption, more schools and year-round jobs to deal with high 
unemployment among the increasingly militan t youth. 

Croat* 

‘’As far as I can see, the government's plan is to create the 
peace of the graveyard. But I doubt they can do it. People seem 
very determined to fight," one Kashmiri politician said. 

Politicians, sidelined by the swing in sentiment,, said , the 
valley's youth have been galvanised partly by the. Islamic fun- 
damentalism revival that has swept from Iran to Afghanistan 
and neighbouring Pakistan. 

Last March, Srinagar youths enraged by “The Satanic Ver- 
ses," the novel by Indian-born Salman Rushdie that Iran 
denounced as blasphemous, fought pitched battles with police. 

Allah's Tigers, a group that claims allegiance to Afghan 
guerrilla leader Gulbuddin Hekmatyar, has closed all Kashmir’s 
liquor shops, bars, cinemas and beauty parlours and told hotels 
to show only Pakistani movies on their video channels. 

Many Indian politicians admit public opinion was alienated 
by rigged state elections in 1987 and by overt corruption under 
the coalition administration that won. 

The National Conference, which had ruled for more than a 
decade, allied in the 1987 polls with the Congress Party of then 
Indian prime minister Rajiv Gandhi. 

Dofoat 

Large-scale rigging ensured the defeat of the opposition 
Muslim United Front (MUF). Abdul Ghani Loane, once allied 
to the National Conference, sees this as the turning point. 

Many of the MUFs young polling agents crossed the border 
to Pakistan and returned as members of one of 20 or more 
militant groups now whipping up anti-Indian emotions, he said. 

The state has long been under dispute. When India and 
Pakistan won independence from Britain in 1947, they promptly 
went to war over Kashmir. The state's ruling Hindu prince opted 
for India. 

Since then the United Nations solution has been a plebiscite 
on the state's future. Indian policy is that this was superseded in 
1972 by an Indo-Pakistan accord in which the two contenders 
agreed to settle the issue by negotiation. 

Discontent has plenty of fuel — notably the poverty of 
seasonal unemployment in an economy run on apple orchards, 
embroidered shawls and lake-moored tourist houseboats. 

Until two years ago, Kashmiris appeared loath to frighten 
away the tourists, whose foreign exchange underpins 60 per cent 
of the local economy. 

Now even a taxi-driver said of Jagmohan: “He talks about 
roads and buildings and tourism. But that is not the issue. The 
issue is independence.”

ZURICH, (Reuter): Romanians took just a matter 
of days to topple a dictatorship which had oppressed 
them for 24 years, but years could pass before they 
get their hands on the loot they say Nicolae 
Ceausescu stowed away in Switzerland. 

A wall of banking secrecy and a labyrinth of 
cantonal courts stand between Romania and the 
$400 million the country’s executed leader was 
alleged to have hidden here. 

“The law caters for banking secrecy first, Swiss 
federalism second and only then are the prescrip- 
tions of legal assistance taken into account,” Mem- 
ber ofParhament Sergio Saivioni complained recen- 
tly in the daily newspaper Tages Anzeiger. 

Switzerland has long been under pressure to 
reform its image as -a vault for the fortunes of 
dictators. With dictatorships currently collapsing 
around the world, the pressure is building. 

The government has said it will accelerate assis- 
tance to countries trying to track down funds so the 
procedure could be completed in less than a year. 

But a preliminary report on how to cut red tape 
will not be ready before the end of 1990 and itmay be 
years before any new legislation takes effect. 

Moreover, government efforts to draw aside the 
veil of banking secrecy have met resistance Grom the 
banks themselves. 

Speaking at a recent Swiss bankers association 
meeting, delegate Jean-Paul Chapuis charged that 
precisely these efforts to dispel Switzerland's murky 
unage were undermining the country’s reputation as 
a law-abiding nation. 

Legal 

He said current legal assistance Laws sufficed and 
acceleration could infringe on customers’ rights. 

Nearly four years after the late dictator Ferdin- 
and Marcos fled the Philippines, abandoning details 
of his bank accounts in his palace bedroom, lawyers 
are still battling over the assets he is alleged to have 
stolen and hidden in Switzerland, 

Swiss authorities have uncovered at least $455 
milli on and newspapers estimate the figure may be 
as high as SI. 3 billion but so far Manila has retrieved 
only $2. 1 3 million. 

Marcos died in September but his wife lmelda 
remains accused of looting $103 milli on from the 
Philippines Treasury and defrauding US banks of 
$165 million together with her husband. 

“At the heart of the problem is the piecemeal way 


we have had to work through the maze of cantonal 
courts. At every stage, the Marcoses employed an 
army of lawyers to defend their fortune,” Moritz 
Leuenbeiper. Member of Parliament and lawyer 

^^BecauretfK: no formal legal assis- 

tance treaty with Switzerland the government is 
leaving the case to local authorities, and Marcos' 
lawyers are able to launch separate appeals in every 
canton where accounts are held. 

Despite the tiny sum repatriated, Leuenbcrger 
says the Marcos case is the most successful attempt 
to date to prise open the Swiss accouhtsofadeposed 
leader. 

It is unclear how much money Haiti's Jean- 
Claude “Baby Doc” Duvalier put in Switzerland 
before his admi nistration was overthrown in 1986. 
But four years oflegal efforts have succeeded only in 
blocking accounts and repatriating documents. So 
far Haiti has not received SI. 

Investigators from Tehran on the trail of the 
Shah's fortune after the 1979 Iranian revolution 
fared even worse: the Swiss gover nm ent barred their 
access to the Shah’s accounts. 

Secrecy 

The International Mutual Assistance in Criminal 
Affairs law ft mac), which Switzerland adopted in 
1983, allows banking secrecy to be Kited if a foreign 
gove rnment pursuing a cr iminal case makes a 
request to B erne for co-operation. 

Critics say this and subsequent laws are now . 
inadequate. 

“Clearly the legal assistance laws need revision. 
They were not devised to deal with problems on the 
scale of Marcos,” Leuenbcrger said. 

But the Justice Department rejects the view that 
Switzerland is too plodding in dealing with suspect 
funds. 

“It’s true our iegal assistance laws are relatively 
new and every law has shortcomings. We realise - 
excessive use is sometimes made of the appeal sys- 
tem and that acceleration is necessary,” spokesman 
Joerg Kistlersaid. 

“However, it is not necessarily speed but. 
efficiency that counts and efficiency is judged by 
results.” 

He noted Switzerland swiftly ordered a freeze on 
any Marcos and Ceausescu accounts: “once money 
is frozen, it’s safe.” 


But funds may stay frozen for years and may 
never be repatriated. Sometimes they are never 
located. 

Finding the Amds is half the battle. Neither the 
Ceansescus nor the Marcoses walked into a Swiss 
bank and asked to open an ordinary account in the 
family name. 

. Instead they may have deposited cash behind 
front companies or disguised their accounts as 
charitable donations. 

Leuenbcrger estimates the Ceausescus hid $400 
million worth of gold in Zurich before they were 
overthrown and executed in December's popular 
uprising. 

So far investigators have discovered no trace, 
although an unofficial Swiss delegation returning 
from Romania named two companies that may 
have acted as fronts to conceal funds. 

“We know the bear is in these woods. We just do . 
not know under which tree he is hiding,” Ctonietiiw 
Koch, who headed the eight-member panel, told a 
news conference.. 

Another hindrance to repatriation is Swit- 
zerland’s “dual criminality” test, requiring cases 
under investigation to constitute a enme in Swit- 
zerland as well as in thecountry seeking as si st an ce. 

Tax avoidance, for instance, is considered only a 
“gentleman's crime" here, so it does not merit legal 
assistance. 

Mosey laundering is only illegal if the funds are 
ploughed back into buying drugs, although a bill 
totally outlawing the practice has passed through 
the lower house of Parliament and should be 


approved m the upper bouse soon. 

One example of Switzerland's thorough 
adherence to the letter of its laws, so irritating to 


foreign investigators, is the case of deposed Pan- 
amanian leader General Manoel Noriega. 

TheSwiss government asked banks to block any 
Noriega accounts before the general had even 
surrendered to US troops in December, but it 
politely informed US authorities that their requests 
for assistance could not be formally accepted until 
they were submitted in French or German.

Immigrants swell occupied areas 


ARIEL, West Bank, (Renter): Kira Nefedov 
arrived in Israel from Leningrad earfier this month. 

Like most immigrants from the Soviet Union she 
is oblivious to the political storm around their 
settling in the West Bank and to a bloody Palestinian 
revolt against Israeli occupation that has raged on 
Ariel’s doorstep. 

Gazing over rocky hills toward the neighbouring 
Arab village of Kifl Harith she looks puzzled when 
asked how she feds about hvingin a settlement in the 
heart of the Israeli-occupied area. 

“It's very nice here. People in Arid are very 
friendly and many of them speak Rusrian. Politics? I 
left politics behind in the Soviet Union,** said 
Nefedov, 36, a chemistry teacher now seeking works 
as a chemical researcher. 
r .Disclaimers 
-Despite Israeli government disclaimers,- Soviet 
Jews are steadily trickling into West Bank Jewish 
settlements, alanmng Palestinians and angering the 
United States. 

In this hilltop settler town north of occupied 
Jerusalem, some 100 immigrants from the Soviet 
Union and Eastern Europe have arrived in the past 
three months, more than m the preceding two years. 

“The settlers.. .starting to get organised and I 
imagine we will see a sharp increase in the number of 
Soviet immigrants joining them,” Pinhas Mendels- 
son, head of a private consulting firm helping the 
immigrants, told Reuters. 

Hepredicted that all Arid's empty housing would 
soon be fiflodby Soviet Jews and said the settlement 
of Maaleh Aduznim, East of Jerusalem, was taking 
in 30 immigrants a month. 

Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir ignited US and 
Arab anger this month by saying a “big Israel” 
including the occupied territories was needed to 
accommodate an expected mass wave of Soviet 
immig ration. 

Remarks 

Officials tried to play down his remarks, citing 
statistics showing the number of Soviet Jews who 
settled in the occupied areas last year was only a 
fraction of total immigration. 

But even a small percentage of the 50,000 to 
100,000 Soviet Jews expected this year would give a 
major boost to the 70,000 settlers living among 1.7 
million Palestinians. 

The US State De pa r t ment criticised Shamir’s 
remarks as unhelpful to Middle East peace and 
warned against increasing settlement in the 
occupied areas. 

Local Palestinian leaders wealed to Western 
governments in an anguished memorandum to 
prevent Israel from settling Soviet i mmi g ra nts in 
what was Id! of the Palestinian homeland. 

Many of the newcomers seem unaware of the 
contr o versy or indeed of any difference in status 
between Brad and the occupied territories. Their 
main concern is to find a quiet life, decent housing 
and job. 

Most arrive at Tel Aviv's Ben Gurion airport with 
no clear idea of where they want to live. 

Airport officials say they try to bar settlement 
activists from recruiting the usually bewildered new 
arrivals but several immigrants said they were

Others said settlement recruiters made contact at 
governemnt hostels in Tel Aviv. 

Some of the best known former Soviet Jews have 
moved to West Bank Settlements, a potential mag- 
net for compatriots.

Tunisian flood victims protest 



TUNIS, Jan 28, (Reuter): Protesters angry at 
delays in aid after Tunisia’s disastrous floods 
have tried to storm government offices in the 
second such protest in a week, the official 
news agency Tap said today.

Palestinian sources said Ismail Abu 
Yuscf was a suspected collaborator. 

Two young Palestinians, aged 11 
and 14. were injured dunng clashes in 
Mughozi comp. Palestinians repor- 
ted. 

In the north of Israel, police and 
volunteers aided by a helicopter sear- 
ched for a missing Israeli soldier last 
seen four days ago boarding a bus. 
The Drum soldier, aged 21 , failed to 
arrive at his base. 

Faisal Ai Husseim. the leading 
Palestinian nationalist in the Isradi- 
occupicd territories, has called on 
Arabs to press for a hall to the flow of 
Soviet Jews to Israel. 

“We should exercise pressure on 
the nations of the world to stop this," 
he said in an interview with the Lon- 
don-based Arabic newspaper 
Asharq Al Aw&at published today. 

"What we can do is to ask other 
■ countries, to qpen the door, for 
migrating Jews and press for settling 
them ddwn somewhere dse other 
than the West Bank and Gaza," be 
added. 

Western diplomats, saying an 
increasingly confident Israel is har- 
dening its stance, are deeply pes- 
simistic about prospects for IsraeU- 
Pakstinian peace. 

They believe the sudden influx of 
thousands of Soviet Jews has convin- 
ced many Israelis there is no urgent 
need for talks. 

“I think it's a window of opportun- 
ity that is remaining closed," said 
one. 

Diplomats from several countries 
repeatedly used the word "gloomy” 
to describe the chances of overcom- 
ing obstacles to the first talks bet- 
ween Israel and Palestinians.

NAIROBI, Jan 28. (AP): Sudan- 
ese rebels declared a ceasefire 
around Julia tomorrow to allow 
air evacuation of foreigners 
wishing to leave the besieged 
southern town. 

The Sudan People’s Libera- 
tion Army (SPLA) said in a radio 
broadcast yesterday the date was 
agreed upon in a rebels meeting 
with officials of the International 
Committee of the Red Cross, 
United Nations organisations, 
relief agencies and Western 
governments. 

The broadcast said the meet- 
ing occurred on Friday in Eth- 
iopia's capital, Addis Ababa, 
where the SPLA is 
headquarered. 

“We are not ordering foreig- 
ners out of Juba," said rebel 
spokesman Lam Akol in a tele- 
phone interview from Nairobi. 
“This is a response to requests by 
those who wish to evacuate their 
people.” 

Akol said the SPLA fighters 
would neither shell the town nor 
fire at civilian aircraft landing in 
Juba from dawn to dusk. 

“This is the last chance,” Akol 
said. *‘We will not allow it 
again.” 

Tbe broadcast warned the 
agreement would become “null 


and void” should the Sudanese 
government send military air- 
craft to Juba. Tbe SPLA “will 
not be blamed for any con- 
sequences,” the broadcast said 
without elaboration. 

It was dol immediately possi- 
ble to ascertain the number of 
foreigners still in Juba, southern 
Sudan's largest town. 

The agreement for the 
ceasefire came two days after the 
Sudan's Information Minister 
Ali Shummo announced relief 
agencies could resume emer- 
gency food deliveries by air to 
government and rebel-con- 
trolled areas. 

Sudanese authorities suspen- 
ded relief flights in October, say- 
ing they wanted to guarantee the 
safety of relief workers after the 
collapse of an informal ceasefire 
between the government and 
rebels. 

Akol dismissed Shummo's 
announcement as “political 
propaganda” saying the Sudan- 
ese authorities had not consulted 
the SPLA. 

Asked if a World Lutheran 
Federation aircraft that has been 
forying emergency food from 
Nairobi to Juba would be in dan- 
ger after Monday, Akol said: 
r They do it at their own risk.” 


New insight into the role of dwarfs in ancient Egyptian life 


GIZA PLATEAU, Egypt, Jan 28, (AP): 
Per-n-ankh lived the good lifeof an Egyp- 
tian bureaucrat about^ 4,500 years ago, an d 
when he died, his Pharaoh honoured him 
with a burial plot near the Giza pyramids. 
His statue portrays Per-n-ankh as a portly 
man with penetrating eyes, in the prune of 
life. Per-n-ankh was also a dwarf. 

Egyptian archaeologists discovered his 
tomb in October, his bones and statue in 
January. Thdr study has only just begun. 

Bui they are certain eventually to place 
Per-n-ankh on a select list of antiquity's 
most famous dwarfs and give new insights 
into an intriguing field already under 


study: the role of little people in ancient 
Egypt’s life and religion. 

Egyptologist Kent Weeks of American 
University in Cairo and the University of 
California, Berkeley, said he's been fascin- 
ated by the subject for more than 25 years. 

“We have portrayals of dwarfs earlier 
than there were Pharaohs,” Weeks said. 
But he said the new find is rare because 
“the oldest statue we have of a dwarf has 
the legs intentionally cut off, and other 
statues disguised dwarfness.” 

“Here we see a pudgy man with fat legs 
that emphasize he's a dwarf. He’s a man 
with power, who’s saying to the world, ‘it’s 


■oblem I’m a dwarf.’ He’s middle- 
leading a good life and proud to say 


The well-preserved statue, carved from 
black basalt, is 20 inches tall, just over nine 
inches wide and almost 1 1 inches deqp (50 
cm by 23 cm by 27 cm). It depicts a mus- 
cular official dressed in a white kilt, his 
stubby 1 egs bare from the knee to (he toes. 

It’s unclear yet what Per-n-ankh 's 
religious or bureaucratic duties were. His 
tomb, and the statue itself, show he was an 
important man, but details of his official 
duties are lacking. Inscriptions in some 
tombs of dwarfs identify them as officials 


in charge of ‘‘the community ofiiltie,” but 
Per-n-ankh's listed no such ties with other 
dwarfs. 

“We don't have proof that ancient 
Egyptians thought dwarfs were special, 
but generations of artists of the old krng- 
dom painted them performing many jobs” 
said Professor Ola El Aguizy of Cairo 
University. 

The old kingdom, Per-n-ankh’s time, 
lasted almost 450 years and ended in 2134 
BC. 

Dr El Aguizy. who wrote her master’s 
thesis on ancient Egyptian dwarfs, said 
they took on interesting roles in religion.

The Saudi Company for 
Precious Metals, a 50-50 Saudi- 
Swedish joint venture running 
the project with a capital of 103' 
million riyals ($25 million), dis- 


closed the export plans as it 
invited tendets for the setup of a 
4-megawatt-capacity power 
plant as part of the needed 
utilities. Feb 3 is the deadline for 
bids. 

The gold will be shipped over- 
seas by air to be sold on the basis 
of competitive bids to refineries 
in Europe and the Far East, com- 
pany officials said.

In the case of Brazil, the South 
American country’s arrears in 
repayments of Eximbank loans 
amount to approximately $750 
million and as a result the bank 
decided last September not to 
make any loans to its govern- 
ment, the source said. 

Total Eximbank loans to 
Brazil are about $2 bflfion. with 
two-thirds of the amount 
represented by the Brazilian 
public sector. 

“But we distinguish between 
the government and the private 
sector, and we will continue sup- 
porting the Brazilian private sec- 
tor," the official said. 

The source explained that 
about $500 million to $550

in US vital: 
Greenspan 

WASHINGTON, Jan 28, (UPI): 
Federal Reserve chairman Alan 
Greenspan said yesterday 
foreign investments in the 
United Stales are necessary — 
because of low domestic savings 
— to help mam tain Americans 
standard of living. 

Greenspan, appearing before 
the House Ways and Means 
Committee, attributed the rise in 
direct foreign investments to a 
substantial decline in the US sav- 
ings rate. 

“Current US savings levels are 
inadequate to finance the domes- 
tic investment necessary to 
provide rising living standards 
for future generations on the 
scale enjoyed by previous gen- 
erations,” Greenspan told the 
committee, which is examining 
the rise of foreign investments in 
the United States. 

The most important step Con- 
gress could take to remedy this 
situation is to reduce the federal 
budget deficit, Greenspan said. 

Between 1975 and 1988, the 
amount of foreign investments in 
the United States grew by more 
than 700 per cent — to exceed 
S1.7 trillion — according to a 
study prepared by the staff of the 
joint committee on taxation. 

Greenspan told the panel that 
foreign investment in die United 
States has grown more rapidly 
than US investments abroad. 

“Over the past decade, the 
United States bought more 
goods and services from the rest 
of the world than it sold and has 
paid for the difference, in 
essence, by borrowing from and 
selling assets to foreigners,” 
Greenspan said. 

The recent headline-grabbing 
acquisitions by Japanese con- 
glomerates of Rockefeller Centre 
and Columbia Pictures and the 
faltering Canadian acquisition 
of Bloomingdales have “given 
rise to fears about the selling of 
America at bargain basement 
prices,” he said. 

These fears stem from per- 
ceived disruptions in the establi- 
shed patterns of doing business 
but are on the whole “over- 
blown” he said. 

Despite the attention foreign 
investments have received from 
Congress, such investments 
accounted for only 13 per cent of 
US as&etsand 1 1 percent of sales 
in 1987, according to the most 
recent data available. 

Greenspan told the panel that 
too little attention has Seen given 
to the benefits of direct foreign 
investments. 

Trade between direct invest- 
ment affiliates and their US or 
foreign parents accounted for 35 
per cent of US merchandise 
exports and 40 per cent of US 
imports in 1987, the most recent 
year for which data is available, 
he said.

American economy slows to a crawl 


NEW YORK, Jan 28, (UPI): Overcast 
economic skies, with even chances of a 
recession — that was pretty much the 
forecast after a week in which volatility 
ruled the stock market, bonds sank 
steadily and the government said 
expansion in the last quarter was the 
smallest m nearly four years. 

US government data showed that the 
nation's economic growth was just 0.5 
per cent in the October-December 
period. That indicated a worrisome 
slowdown from the 3 per cent growth 
seen the previous quarter. 

Most analysts agreed the country 
was not in a textbook recession in the 
fourth quarter — the definition of a 
recession being two straight quarters of 
negative economic growth. 

“This is consistent with the soft land- 


ing scenario the (Federal Reserve 
Board) has hoped to achieve,” econ- 
omist Cynthia Latta ofData Resources 
Inc. m Lexington, Massachusetts, said 
of the gross national product figures 
released Friday by the Commerce 
Department. “It also suggests we cer- 
tainly are going to have a dose brush 
with recession.” 

That was cold comfort to long-suf- 
fering stock and bond markets swept by 
one nasty down -draft after another in 
the week. 

On Monday the Dow Jones average 
of industrial issues fell off77 points, its 
steepest drop since it plunged 190 
points Oct 13. Investors were fleeing a 
market depressed by poor corporate 
earnings and edgy about a possible 
upward move of interest rates from 


bond market woes. 

The Dow ticked up nearly 15 points 
Tuesday but then fell again at Wednes- 
day's opening, losing 60 points. It 
recovered most of the lost ground to 
dose off about 1 1 points — but players 
were unnerved. Thursday the Dow was 
off 43.5 points, Friday began on an 
upward trend but only briefly before 
another downturn,' ending the week- 
down 1.81 points. 

Underlying market nervousness was 
the performance of the bond market, 
hit hard by the poor response Tuesday 
to a 55 billion auction of 40-year bonds 
by the Resolution Funding Corp., the 
government agency charged with fin- 
ancing the bailout of the country's sav- 
ins and loan institutions. 

The bond market was already in 


decline, confused by the contrary 
indications of slowing economic 
growth, which normally boosts bond 
prices, amid inflation, which wreaks 
havoc with long-term bond portfolios. 
The disappointing auction cost dealers 
money, ignited a seUofif and under- 
mined confidence. 

Just when the bond market was 
recovering Thursday it was hurt by a 
comment from Alan Greenspan, the 
Fed chairman, who said reinstatement 
of a withholding tax on foreign 
securities investments “should be 
looked at.” The market saw this as 
likely to frighten off Japanese inves- 
tors. 

A spokesman for Greenspan later 
amended the comment, but it was too 
late to undo the damage to the oversen- 


sitive market 

The weak growth in the gross 
national product — the country's total 
output of goods and services — raised 
fears among private economists that 
the record 7-year long peace time 
expansion was in danger of ending, 
especially if jittery financial market', 
drive interest rates higher. 

In the financial community the news 
wasn't much better.

Offshore companies 
bring new prosperity 

Cyprus tries to become business centre of Mideast 


NICOSIA, Cyprus, Jan 28, (AP): 
History is repeating itself in 
Cyprus. The east Mediterranean 
island, which grew wealthy in the 
middle ages as a link between 
Europe and the orient, is becom- 
ing an international offshore 
banking and business centre. 

According to lore, the mer- 
chants of Cyprus grew so rich in 
the 15th century that they would 
produce fruit bowls laden with 
diamonds and other gems from 
which important visitors could 
choose a gift. 

Cypriot hospitality is not so 
lavish nowadays. But official 
statistics show more than 6,000 
offshore companies, including 
19 foreign banks and numerous 
financial services, are bringing 
new prosperity to the island. 

Some 700 of those enterprises 
maintain offices on the island, 
employing more than 3,000 peo- 
ple among the population of 
550,000 Greek Cypriots. 

The Central Bank said those 
firms inject approximately $95 
million into the economy of the 
Greek sector of this war-divided 


island. That represented 5 per 
cent of all foreign exchange 
receipts. 

Cyprus was partitioned in 
1974 when the invading Turkish 
army seized a northern third of 
the island, now the breakway 
Turkish Cypriot republic. 

The Greek Cypriot majority, 
which lost rich farmlands, tourist 
centres and a major port to the 
invasion, had little choice but to 
rebuild their economy. 

But the island profited in 1975 
when civil war broke out in 
Lebanon, 100 miles (160 
kilometres) to the southeast 
Many Beirut-based companies 
relocated to Cyprus, a bonanza 
for an island ravaged by 
invasion. 

It started as a regional business 
hub. Now it is the centre for off- 
shore companies in general trad- 
ing, shipping, banking and 
insurance. ■ • ... - ... 

It’s shipping registery is the 
fastest growing in the world. 
Cyprus now has nearly 2,000 
ships, making it numerically the 
third largest fleet in the world. In 


terms of tonnage, it ranks 
seventh a gross total of nearly 19 
millio n tonnes. 

But the island has a long way 
to go to rival Bahrain, financial 
centre of the Gulf with its 60 
offshore banks.

Austerity budget under review 


AMMAN, Jordan. Jan 28, (AP): Parliament 
opened debate yesterday on the proposed $1.6 
billion austerity budget for 1990, and several 
deputies urged the government to seek better 
repayment terms for its $8 3 billion debt or find 
more foreign financial help. 

“We have to reconsider how we pay these debts,” 
said deputy Mohammed Fans Tarawneh. who said 
the kingdom should study the idea of renegotiating 
the austerity plan it worked out last year with the 
International Monetary Fund. 

The debate is expected to continue at least 
through today in the 80-member parliament, which 
was elected last November in the wake of rioting 
triggered by economic hardships caused by a debt 
crisis. 

Many deputies campaigned to re-examine the 
agreements under which Jordan rescheduled most 
of its loans last year, or to abolish interest payments 
in accordance with Islamic law. 

But parliament's finance committee itself largely 
endorsed the government's proposed budget, sug- 
gesting 1 5 million dinars’ (522 million) worth of cuts 
in a variety of ministries and departments. 

The report read by committee member Abdullah 
Aqaileh. a Muslim Brotherhood Party deputy, 
praised (he government's spending and income 
estimates for a “high degree of responsibility and 
reality.” 

The committee blasted past governments, 
however, accusing them of Borrowing for non- 
productive purposes under policies that “almost led 
us to a complete lack of security and trust in the 
ability of the government to control the economy 
properly and develop it.” 

“The kingdom's debt has exceeded all inter- 
nationally recognised limits and moved into a dan- 
gerous zone,” the committee said. 

ft estimated loan repayments, apparently even 
after a series of reschedulings, would be 27 per cent 
of Jordan's total exports — seven points over the 


internationally recognised safety limit. 

“These debts have broken our economic back,” 
complained deputy Fans NabulsL He suggested 
Jordan should seek debt forgiveness from lenders, 
citing a French proposal to write off many Third 
World debts. 

The finance committee suggested a study on 
increasing the 60 mflhon-dinar($89 million) budget 
for food subsidies, and several deputies later urged 
additional steps to combat poverty caused by rising 
unemployment and soaring prices. 

Issa Raimouni said the deputies should form a 
committee to visit Arab states “to brief them on the 
Jordanian situation and to obtain financial assis- 
tance to Jordan suitable to the size of the problem we 
are suffering from.” 

The finance committee expressed thanks to Saudi 
Arabia, Kuwait, the United Arab Emirates, Oman, 
Dubai and Qatar for donating millions of dollars to 
the kingdom in recent years. 

It also said the government’s projection of 160 
million dinars ($237 million) in Arab grant aid was 
probably conservative since Jordan received 253 
million dinars ($375 million) last year. 

The committee complained that about one-third 
of government spending is outside parliamentary 
control, in the hands of universities and public 
corporations. It urged lawmakers to pass measures 
correcting that situation. 

The committee generally approved the govern- 
ment's 1993 economic targets, worked out in co- 
operation with the IMF, but said it had doubts 
about Jordan's ability to achieve them. 

Those targets include calls to build foreign 
reserves to $750 million from 350 million, cut the 
budget deficit before aid to 9 per cent of expen- 
ditures, from 20 per cent in 1988, and trim inflation 
to 7 per cent annually from about 25 per cent last 
year, as well as raising real economic growth to 4 per 
cent a year from minus 2 per cent in 1988.

Inflation soars 

TOKYO, Jan 28, (Reuter): 
Japan’s inflation rate soared and 
production growth slumped in 
1989 but the country still turned 
in an economic performance that 
most of its trading partners 
would envy. 

The government said on 
Friday consumer prices jumped 
2.3 per cent last year after risinga 
meager 0.7 per cent in 1988. 

The rise was Japan's biggest 
since 1984 but it looked small 
when compared with rises in 
many other nations, including 
the United States whore inflation 
is about 4 J per cent. 

Japan also did better than 
many of its trading partners in 
churning out products in 1989, 
even though industrial output 
grew only 5.9 per cent after surg- 
ing 9.5 pr cent in 1988. 

Economists said the slow- 
down in output growth was to be 
expected after 1988’s torrid rise, 
and maintained that the three- 
year-old economic upswing 
remained in place. 

“The economy is still in good 
shape and is continuing to 
expand,” said Soichi Enkyo, an 
economist at the Bank of Tokyo. 

Government officials agreed 
and said they expected industrial 
output to grow by about four per 
cent this year.

Tar-and-water fuel could cut electricity costs 


LONDON, Jan 28, (Reuter): Take sticky 
htai-k tar from the Orinoco river basin, 
mix well with water, and out comes a new 
fuel that could help cut the cost of gen- 
erating electricity. 

The result, dubbed orimulsion. is 
made from a semi-solid oily substance 
known as Bitumen, drilled from vast 
deposits in the Orinoco tar belt in eastern 
Venezuela. 

Tiny Bitumen particles are suspended 
in water to create a liquid which looks 
and bums much like heavy fuel oil 
The method, developed jointly in the 
early 1980s by British Petroleum Co Pic 
and Inievep SA. a subsidiary of Ven- 
ezuela’s state oil company Petrotaos de 
Venezuela SA (PDVSA), was originally 
seen as a way of transporting the sticky 

Bitumen. . a * « « « 

But scientists soon saw the liquid bad 
potential as a fuel and analysts say it now 


looks set to win a small but perhaps 
increasing share of the electricity gen- 
erating market 

“Of all the synfuels (synthetic fuels), 
orimulsion seems likely to make the big- 
gest impact in volume terms,” said 
energy economist Geoff Pyne of stock- 
brokers Ubs Phillips and Drew. 

“It should get an increasingly large 
proportion of the energy market in the 
1 990s but will displace far more coal than 
ofl,” Pyne added. 

Peter Dodd, deputy managing direc- 
tor of BP Bitor. the BP/PDVSA joint 
venture which markets orimulsion, said 
the main target market was older oil- 
fired power stations looking to shift to 
coal now that oil prices are rising again. 

The benchmark Brent crude Mend 
currently trades around $20 per barrel 
compared with an ofl price of around $2 
when oil power stations were planned in 


the 1960s. 

Converting an oil-fired power station 
to orimulsion costs far less than the huge 
changes needed to switch to coal, Dodd 
said. 

“It’s significant because it makes it 
viable to bring under utilised power plant 

back into production,” he said, “ft’s a 
huge capital saving.” 

British generating firm Powergen, due 
to be privatised in 1991, has just signed a 
contract to buy an annual one million 
tonnes of orimulsion for Ince power sta- 
tion in northern England. 

The fuel had its first big commercial 
tryout last year in Ince's medium-sized 
500 megawatt generator. 

Powergen chief executive Ed Wallis 
said results were encouraging bnt not 
conclusive and the contract would give 
Powergen achance to assess orimulsion’s 
long-term potential.

Exports have more than tri- 
pled m Eve years from 300 to 
1,100 tonnes, according to 
AmpexEleurs, the association of 
flower producers and exporters. 

Exports received a boost when 
the national carrier Royal Air 
Maroc slashed freight costs for 
cut flowers a year ago. 

The association’s president, 
Casablanca commercial lawyer 
and former newspaper editor 
Mohammed Berrada, said: “I 
thought it would be nice and 
romantic growing roses for a liv- 
ing. It still is, but it's damned 
hard work too.” 

He is typical of Moroccan 
floriculturists who have aban- 
doned other professions Eke the 
civil service to devote themselves 
to the booming cut flower busi- 
ness.

War and greed threaten Angkor Wat 


ANGKOR WAT, Cambodia, (UPI): 
The fierce heal of thcnriddaySun tirim- 
mers oyer the I2tfa century stones of 
Angkor Wat, but docs not disturb the 
silence of Cambodia’s greatest mon- 
ument and its greatest tourist attrac- 
tion. 

Massive ancient towns rise above 
the temple liv^ a m fr agr-, but the real 
illusion is the government’s hope of 
turning the temple into a quick money 
maker for its ailing economy . 

Built as the funerary temple of King 
Suryavaxman U at the height of the 
Khmer Empire and connected in 1 150, 
the temple has be en the symbol of 
Cambodia for successive .royalist. 

Its five-towered profile h^batured 
on the flags of all four factions now 
fighting to control the country. 


Once Cftpnbodia’s single major 
attraction, bringing in more than 
20,006 to urists a year in the 1960s, the 
nearly 1 -square-mile (23-sqJon) tem- 
ple is now usually empty of visitors. 

“Two years ago we got a couple of 
hundred tourists per month, said 
HaoSotha, an of&aal of the provincial 
Angkor tourism company that 
jealousy controls access to the mon- 
uments ax Angkor and nearby Bayon.

Bureaucratic slowness by the gover- 
nment installed by the Vietnamese has 
also hurt efforts to publicise the tem- 
ples and the fact they — for the 
moment — are safe to visit. 

A Japanese television crew making a 
documentary on the temples sat, wait- 
ing, at the nearby grand hotel. 

“We want to take some helicopter 
shots of the temple but they said we 
needed special authorization. We have 
waited for it more than a week," said 
one crew member. 

A team oflndian archaeologists and 

restoration experts has been working 
for three years to protect the aged 


sandstone from the assault of sun and 
water. 

With more than 460 Cambodian 
workers, the 16 Indian experts are 
about to start reassembling a major 
gallery dismantled in 1971 for restora- 
tion by a French team.

SIR ARTHUR CONAN

Tippett, 85, still 
amazes his fans 

SAN FRANCISCO, (Reuter): Clad in bright yellow slacks, bow-tic 
and sneakers. Sir Michael Tippett stood at the rostrum to introduce the 
world premiere of his “New Year” suite. 

“My New Year wish to you,” Tippett told the audience at the Davis 
Symphony hall as the formally dressed San Francisco symphony 
looked On, “is that you may be suite to lose yourself in the colours and 
sounds the orchestra is going to play.” 

Having just celebrated us 85th birthday and still going strong. 
Tippet never fails to amaze his fans. 

Thirteen years after announcing that he did not have the strength to 
write another major stage work, Tippett — Britain's greatest living 
classical composer — has produced a fifth opera and is proving his 
strength and vigour with an exhausting American tour. 

The tour started last autumn in Houston, where his opera “New 
Year.“ co-sponsored by the British Broadcasting Corporation and 
directed by Sir Peter Hall, was performed by the Houston Grand 
Opera. 

He has also been to Boston, Pittsburgh and Ohio, and in February 
will attend a Carnegie Hall performance in New York of his wartime 
oratorio “A Child of Our Time.” Tippett is also planking a trip to 
Australia and New Zealand. 

Sir Michael arrived for an interview at San Francisco’s Huntington 
hotel wearing a grey wide- lapel jacket, red pinstriped shirt open at Che 
collar, black slacks — and bedroom slippers. 

He had the appearance of a man 10 years younger. 

“The drive is still there,” Tippett said. “1 don’d do it because 1 was 
asked to or because I was paid. If the drive was still there and the 
imagination was not, Td stop. The time will come.” 

The “New Year” suite, like the opera, features many musical colours 
and uses such instr umen ts as the electric guitar and saxophone. While 
the works display the polyphony of his earlier compositions, Tippett 
draws as much from current music as from his own past. 

He has also completed a work for solo soprano and orchestra, 
“Byzantium,” based on a poem by W.B. Yeats, which will be presented 
by the Chicago Symphony orchestra in early 1991 . He suggests that his 
next project may be a quartet inspired by the toppling of the Berlin 
WalL 

Judging by “New Year,” it may be quite a while before Tippett's 
imagination runs dry. The opera — with its variety of modern influen- 
ces such as reggae, jazz and rap music — seems like the lust flush of a 
much younger composer.

BRAVE jockey Gareth Charfes- 
Jones, a cancer victim, says he will 
fight back to win the Grand 
National. 

Gareth, once one of the most 
promising riderf “over the sticks,” 
was devastated when doctors told 
him he had the killer disease. 
Courageously, tiae 28-year-old rider 
underwent agonising treatment _ 
and all the time Ije dreamed of riding 
once again and winning the world’s 
most glamorous steeplechase. 

Even when things were at then- 
blackest, Gareth remembered the 
days when he rode briDiantiy to finish 
in the Grand National. And be 
vowed that he would beat the cancer, 
climb back into the saddle and ride 
one day into the winners’ enclosure. 

Speaking in a soft whisper because 
v - of a chest infection, Gareth cold me: 
“Going to the hospital for treatment 
was a very bad experience for me_I 
would go in feeling bad, and come 
but after the chemotherapy feeling 
even worse. 

“But all the rhne I dreamed about 
winning the Grand National. I’ve 
ridden it before and finished the 
course. But that was just a taste of it. 
now I want to win it. I was never 
about to let my Oktesa stop me fulfill- 
ing that dream." 

This won ’t be the first time Gareth 
has fought back against the odds to 
make a return to bone racing.

Patients should be aware of drug conflicts 


BOSTON, (UPI): Patients 

should be alert to the dangerous 
possibility that drugs disp en sed 
m emergency situation may 
interact with medications they 
are already taking. 

A new study found about 10 
per cent of emergency room 
patients were prescribed new 
drugs that could cause potem- 
tially adverse interactions with 
other drugs they were receiving. 

“This shows that doctors do 
not do a very good job oflooldng 
for drug interactions” said Dr 
Mark Beers, an assistant profes- 
sor of medicine at the University 
of Cahfomia-Los Angeles who 
ted the study. 

“I would encourage people. 


whenever given new medica- 
tions, to ask their doctors if this 
medication will interact with the 
medica ti on they axe taking,” 
Beers said. 

In the study, the first of its 
kind. Beers and his coll e a gue s 
examined the records of 424 
patients who were treated at the 
emergency room of a hospital in 
the Los Angeles area. 

In findings published recently 
in ann«k of internal medicine. 
Beers and his colleagues reported 
47 per cent ofpatients were pres- 
cribed new medication. 

The researchers also found 
thatin lOper cent oftbe cases, the 
new medication the patient was 
given could potentially cause an 


adverse interaction with other 
medication the patients were 
already taking, they said. 

The potential adverse interac- 
tion took many forms, including 
negating the effects of one or 
both of the drugs or increasing 
the effects of the drugs, perhaps 
in dangerous ways. 

“They could cause serious 
problems,*’ Beers said. 

The researchers did not 
actually follow the patients to 
determine whether they 
experienced any of the adverse 
effects. 

Beers noted the problem 
occured even though aU doctors 
in the study had been given a list 
of the drugs that the patients they 


were treating were taking. 

Although the study did not 
examine why doctors prescribed 
conflicting drugs, beer s specu- 
lated they did not have or take 
the time to check for potential 
conflicts. 

“They are working fast. They 
are under a lot of pressure.” 
Beers said. “I also think the doc- 
tors don’t understand the impor- 
tance.” 

Beers suggested hospitals 
provide emerg e ncy room with 
computers to check for potential 
drug interactions to minimise the 
problem. Currently doctors have 
to check books, which is time- 
consuming.

QUESTION: I have difficulty swallowing became of a condition in my throat 
diagnosed as “Zenker’s pouch.” I must have had it for four years or more and 


it’s afl unclear and vague. The doctors have su g geste d surgery. I hate to dank of 
1 l Please rive me some advice. 

ANSWER: Your condition b classified as one of several outpouchings or 
“djverticuhizxi pushes backward through the cricopharyngeal muscle, which is 
located near the thyroid cartilage. 

Tim pouch probably results from alack of co-ordination between tbemusdes 
helping to push the food down the esophagus, and the loosening of the 
cricopharyngeal muscle. This creates the pressure that causes the muscles 
forming the wall of the esophagus to posh outward and form the pouch. 
Sometime* this poach can 131 with bits of swallowed food, and may be 
regurgitated when yon bendforwardor he down. If thb occurs at night whileyou 
are sleeping the food particles may pass down the breathing tubes and ra use a 

pneumonia to develop. 

This type of diverticulum is best diagnosed by a barium swallow, since the 
barium, which is easily seen on X-rays, flows into the pouch and makes it simple 
for the physician to diagnose.

disease or condition that is spoken of as vestibular malfunction? Some of the 
symptoms have CO do with mental confusion regarding directions. Please tell me 
anything you can. 

ANSWER: It is listed as “vestibular paralysis, bilateral in my book, and 
results from an infectious process in the vestibular system, which b responsible 
fm- maintaining our cqumbrium. 

The vestibular system b made up of the three semi-circular canals located in 
the inner ear, nerves leading to the brain, and a center in the brain that controls 
our balance.

The symptoms are varied, from staggering and walking in a zigzag pattern to 
the loss of one’s sense of direction. Interestingly, these patients have no sense of 
depth with their eyes closed, and rapidly become disoriented in the water, 
malting swimming a dangerous activity- They also have more difTiculty with 
their orientation after dark. A loss of hearing is often associated with this 
condition, which can take many unusual forms, all reflecting an inability to 
sense direction.

This may be done with bacterial cultures, or attempting t o identify the 
antibodies produced by the infection. Once the infecting organism is discovered, 
antibiotics are used to combai the infection.

Sidney Sheldon revisits ‘The Other Side of Midnight’ 
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HOLLYWOOD (UPI): For the fust time in 
his best-selling life, author-film producer Sid- 
ney Sheldon has written a sequel to one of his 
novels. 

Titled. “Memories of Midnight” the new 
"romantic thriller follows up the misadven- 
tures of most of the characters in “The Other 
Side of Midnight,” “Sheldon’s” “First best- 
seller, "which was published 17 years ago. 

“The Other Side of Midnight, which has 
sold some 8 million copies in hardcover and

Sheldon, who has sold 150 minion ofhis 
novels in the past two decades, said he enjoyed 
revisiting the characters he es t a b lish e d in 


“Hie Other Side ofMidnight.” 

"It was like meeting old friends again,” he 
said. "Some of the characters were lolled in 
the fust book and I've put the remaining 
individuals into peril once again. It's a susp- 
ense story set in Greece. 

‘Tve {ticked up the characters immediately 
after the end of the first book, so the setting 
and time period are very much the same. But 
the plot is altogether different and many new 
characters have been added.” 

Sheldon wrote his sequel with the original 
novel open beside him to check on descrip- 
tions of his characters, ages, names and 
places. 

"I never read my books after I write them,” 
be said, grinning. But this time it was neces- 


sary. Writing a sequel is something Fd never 
thought about doing before. This seemed like 
an exciting project, so I read "The Other Side 
of Midnight,” a g ain to make sure that it 
would all fall into place. 

“I suffered some trepidation about doing it, 
but I have trepidation about every book I 
write. • 

Sheldon has very hole to fret about. His 
publishers will print a million copies in hard- 
cover of “Memories of Midnight,” which is 
due in book stores this falL 

By contrast, the first run of“The Other Side 
of Midnight” was only 15,000. 

Big numbers, however, don’t impress Shel- 
don. As the producer of the TV series “I 
Drum of Jeannie,” he was accustomed to 
having 20 million viewers watch Iris stuff every 


week. 

He was dis&ppoinbted with the movie ver- 
sion of "The Other Side of Midnight” and 
thereafter took a hand in the films and TV 
mini-series that were made from his novels. 

“20th Century Fox has an option on the 
sequel because they made the screen version’ 
of the first one," Sheldon said, “this win be 
ei ther a film or a mini-series. There wfll be an 
entirely new cast. Ididn’t care for the first cast 
at all. 

“I wiU either co-produce or be executive 
producers. Tm also working on a movie ver- 
son of “The Sands of Tune,” of which Tm 
executive producer. 

In addition to preparing his most recent 
books for the screen, Sheldon is researching 
yet another noveL He won’t talk about it. 


though- He frets over the possibility of seeing 
his idea appear as a TV movie before it can be 
written. 

Despite the perception that Sheldon is an 
amazingly prolific author, he has written only 
10 novels. The fact that all of them have been 
best-sellers heights the fflusion. 

Hewritesa new book about every two and a 
half years. Inevitably they head straight to the 
top of the best-seller lists. 

“That can be a bit frightening,” be said. “It 
makes me strive to surpass myself with each 
noveL I do my best to make each one belter 
than the last. 

“I'm very excited about the book I’m 
researching. It is international in scope and 


deals with a subject I’ve never tackled 
before.” t . 

Sheldon is credited by ttilics with bring 
among the best novelists at creating female 
characters. He acknowledges that he enjoys 
the company of women and attempts to por- 
tray them as sensitively and credibly as possi- 
ble. 

“ I get a lot oflettere from women comment- 
ing on that,” he said. “And they mean a great 
deal to me. In fact, some people who know 
nothing about me except my books are con- 
vinced Sidney Shddon is the pen name for a 
woman writer. 

“I have great empathy for women. I feel 
and react to many things the way they do. 
Sometimes 1 even think like they do. I can’t 
explain it except to say 1 love women.”

His score was the highest by an 
Otago batsman si. ice Bert Sut- 
cliffe amassed 264 against Cen- 
tral Districts 30 years ago, and 
was the sixth highest individual 
innings in Otago's cricket his- 
tory. 

Rutherford's double century 
was his third time-figure innings 
of the season, his 1 2th for Otago 
and his 1 8th in all first-class mat- 
ches.

Edberg retires through injury 

Lendl wins Australian Open 


MELBOURNE. Australia, Jan 
28, (Reuter): World number one 
Ivan Lendl retained his Aus- 
tralian Open men's singles title 
today when Stefan Edberg of 
Sweden was forced to retire 
through injury in the third set of 
the final 

With the score 4-6 7-6 5-2, 
Edberg indicated he could no 
longer continue after straining 
stomach muscles early In the 
match. 

It was the second successive 
year that the 24-year-old Swede 
has been forced out of the tour- 
nament by injury, a ricked back 
ruling him out at the quarter- 
final stage in 1989. 

It was the eighth Grand Slam 
title of Lendl's career but he 
admitted to mixed feelings as he 
received the trophy and a cheque 
for $200,000. 

“It's not the greatest feeling to 
win in this way," said Lendl, the 
tournament's top seed. “I hope 
Stefan recovers quickly." 

It is the first time since 1911- 
that a player has been forced to 
retire in a Grand Slam finaL 

The unlucky Edberg said later 
be had damaged a stomach mus- 
cle in his semifinal against Mats 
WDander on Friday but had not 
thought any more about it until 
he started warming up on centre 
court before the final. 

“I went out on the court and 
wanned up and then I fdtit right 
from the beginning of the first 
set,” said Edberg. 

“It just started getting worse 
and worse and it would have 
done me no good to carry on. I 
played well in the first set and 
maybe ifl had won the second I'd 
have been able to block my way 
through the third. 

“I could only serve at, 75 per 
cent right from thebeginningand

after I lost the second set I 
thought ‘this is not going to last 
much longer'.” 

Edberg also revealed he had 
suffered the same injury three 
times in the past, most recently in 
Tokyo in 1988. 

“I’ve had the problem before. I 
know my limits with my body,” 
said Edberg. “Flaying against 
someone ranked 50 in the world I 
might have been able to get 
through but you can't get away 
with it against Ivan." 

Tournament doctor David 
Bolzonello, who treated Edberg 
when be suffered his back injury 
in the dosing stages of hisfourth 
round match with Pat Cash last 
year, confirmed the world num- 
ber three had pulled a lower 
abdominal muscle on his left 
ride. He said Edberg was likdy to 
be out of action for at least two 


weeks. 

It was the latest in a series of 
mishaps to afflict Edberg in the 
past year. He lost in the final of 
two Grand Slam tournaments 
last year — to Michael Chang in 
the French Open and to Boris 
Becker at Wimbledon — and had 
hoped his luck was about to 
change at the first Grand Slam 
event of the new decade. 

“It’s really unlucky,” he 
admitted. “Everything had been 
going perfect and if I’d kept it up 
today, I thought I would have 
had a very, very good chance of 
winning. HI be back here next 
year to give it another shot” 

Lendl, who will be 30 in 
March, said he had noticed 
something wrong with his 
opponent early in the match. 

“He was just not hitting his 
serves hard enough,” said LendL 


“It doesn’t feel so good, I en't 
won it fair and square. 

“Bat a win is a win. In five or 
ten years not many, people will 
remember (what happened).” ■ 

Before Edberg's unscheduled 
exit, the capacity crowd had been 
treated to an enthralling match 
which had seemed to be develop- 
ing into a top-class tussle. 

Edberg, twice Australian 
Open champion, was broken in 
his first service game to go 2-0 
down but returned the com- 
pliment in the very next game. 

Both players' rhythm 
improved as the set progressed 
and it was Edberg,, volleying 
superbly, who gained the next 
breakthrough when he broke 
Lendl for the second time to go 5- 
4 ahead. 

He duly served out the set

He said any announcement would have to come 
from Dr Howd Jones, the Games official responsible 


for anti-doping measures in Auckland. 

Jones said a statement would be issued in the ath- 
letes* village on Monday. The telephone at the Indian 
team quarters in the village was engaged throughout 
this evening. 

Paul, 26, from Calcutta, took silver medals in the 
jerk and total lift categories and a bronze in the 
snatch.
